A. M. Herring Tests Parts of 
a New Sky Navigator. 


MAY SOLVE THE PROBLEM 


Device to Be Propelled by Light 
Engines and Wheels. 


DUNE PARK TRIALS SUCCEED 


Professor A. M. Herring, who conducted 
the aeroplane tests at Dune Park, Ind., last 
summer, finished yesterday several success- 
ful tests there with parts of a flying ma- 
chine with which he says he expects to 
solve the question of aerial navigation. 
The design of the new experimental machine, 

ch is to be built on lines similar to the 
plane, grew out of experiments with the 
ratus which the professor and a num- 

r of trusted assistants have been con- 

ting over the Indiana sands during the 
ast three months. The machine as a whole 
has not been tested, but the result of tests 
of separate ve have been all that was ex- 
pected, 


Makes 3 Tests. 
The planes to be used in the machine were 
tested thoroughly by Professor Herring last 


hill forty feet high and flew a distance of 350 
feet agdinst a direct north wind with a 
velocity of about fifteen miles an hour. He 
landed after an easy descent in the soft 
sand. Yesterday he tried the planes from 
the same hill against a south by east wind 
of a squally nature, which at times reached 
a velocity of forty miles an hour, and suc- 
ceeded in flying 300 feet. 

This is the best flight ever made from 
that side of the hill, the air in the valley 
at the bottom being perfectly calm and in 
previous experiments affording but little re- 
sistance to the planes. Again the air navi- 
gator landed unhurt in the soft sand. 

Professor Herring was assisted in his 
tests by J. S. Avery, 188 Cass street, who 
constructed the machinery for the hew de- 
vice, and when equipped for the thorough 
test, which will be made during the present 
week, the entire machine will weigh less 
than 100 pounds. 


Description of New Machine. 

The new machine is designed on lines sim- 
Nar to the aeroplane. Only two planes will 
be used in the flying machine, the curves 
having been changed so that it is possible 
to do away with the third plane required in 
the aeroplane. The curved planes will be 
3x16 feet in size, and will be made of var- 
nished silk. They will be set on a spruce 
frame, one above the other, a distance of 
about 3% feet. Two parallel bars suspended 
from steel uprights, attached to the lower 
plane, will furnish means of support to the 
person operating the apparatus. 

The machine will be propelled by two 


power for the screws is to be furnished by 
two small engines, operated with compressed 
air. This will be stored in six cylinders, 
each capable of 4 pressure of 600 pounds

N Weigh Twenty-three Pounds. 


; ! engines which have already been 
i Neale are made of tool steeltempered. They 


have each developed one and one-half horse 
power, and their combined weight ts but 
twenty-three pounds. They will be operated 
by means of a lever running down the up- 
rights. The person operating the machinery 
can readily grasp the levers with his thumbs 
and operate the engines at will. The de- 
vice will be regulated by means of the Her- 
ring regulator, which Professor Langley 
used on his flying machine. This regulator 
is so constructed that it preserves the 
equilibrium while in the air. 

It is estimated that enough air can be 
carried in the cylinders to carry the experi- 
mental machine nearly a mile, while the 
propellers, which have a pulling capacity 
of fifty pounds to the square inch, will give 
a speed equal to twenty-five miles an hour.

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BEATEN BY A POLICEMAN. | 


SIMON PERITZ SWEARS OUT THREE 
WARRANTS OF ARREST. 


He Charges J. F. Lanahan, a West 
Park Officer, with Having As- 
saulted and Treated Him in a Vi- 
cious Manner on Washington Bou- 
levard, Near Western Avenue—Jus- 
tice Sabath Says the Victim Is in a 
Terrible Condition. 


Simon Peritz, a wholesale jobber in dry 
goods notions at 585 North Ashiand avenue, 
swore out three warrants yesterday for the 
arrest of J. P. Lanahan, a West Park 
policeman, on the charges of assault with a 
Cangerous weapon, assault and battery, and 
disorderly conduct. The warrants were is- 
sucd by Justice Sabath of the Desplaines 
Street Station. The police are looking for 
Lanahan. 

According to Peritz’s story, he, with his 
son, drove up to a house on Washington 
boulevard, near Western avenue, to deliver 
an order of goods shortly before the assault. 
Policeman Lanahan demanded to know 

‘hat he was doing on the boulevard with a 
delivery wagon, and Peritz replied that he 
thought it was all right. He then volun- 
teered to get off, asking if he might turn 
around and: go back to Oakley avenue. 

Says He Was Roughly Handled. 

Peritz says Lanahan seized him and pulled 
him from the seat. Then, aceorindg to 
Peritz, the policeman struck him in the 
face with his fists, and, when he objected to 
such treatment, drew his revolver and 
rained blow after blow on his head. Peritz 
says his son came to his assistance, and he 
was also beaten by Lanahan. Pedestrians, 
Peritz says, interfered, and the policeman 
stopped beating them, but insisted on placing 


them under arrest. 


They were taken to the Warren Avenue 
Police Station, and charged with driving 
a traffic team on a boulevafd. Soon after 
Peritz and his son were released on bonds, 


and they made their way directly to Justice 


Sabath's court. 
Has Names of Witnesses. 

Justice Sabath has the names of half a 
dozen persons who were spectators of the 
affair and who went to the rescue of Perits 
when they saw how roughly he was being 
handled. Others interfered, but would not 
give their names. 

“TI have seen a good many people beaten, 
pounded, and shot, but I never had one ap- 
pear before me in such a pitiful and bloody 
plight as Peritz was when he came for the 
warfants at 6 o’clock,’’ commented the 
justice last night. “His clothnig was 
soaked with blood, and hfs face and head 
were raw from the fearful beating he had 
received.”

When the test ceased 
it was said the bones remained practically 
as they were when the experiment com- 
menced and that apparently nothing short 
of a metal cover would keep the steam and 
heat in the vat sufficiently to make a per- 
ceptible difference in the result.

GOTTLIEBE SCHIMICKE TALKS. 


Girl Becomes Confused While Under- 
going a Severe Oross-Ex- 
amination. 


Little Miss Gottliebe Schimicke was next 
called as a witness on behalf of the State 
and examined by Mr. McHwen. The little 
girl appeared timid and frightened from the 
start, and the court told her to speak up as 
if she were in a schoolroom, that nobody 
was going to hurt her.

Tuthill Asks a Question. 


During the redirect examination by Mr. 
wes Judge Tuthill-interposed a ques- 
on.

Whether or not the other 
will be so depends upon the final impression 
to be produced upon the minds of the jury. 

There was a sharp difference of opinion 
concerning it developed in court. 

„Did you ever hear of sucha bare-faced 
outrage? Attorney Vincent asked me after 
court adjourned with passion in his voice 
and eyes. ° 

On the other hand, Mr. Deneen, attorney 
for the prosecution, in the course of a talk 
with me later threw some light upon the 
evidence in question and incidentally re- 
marked that there was ample confirmation 
of it in reserve. My own view of the mat- 
ter will appear later. 

As for Luetgert, I think I shall be safe in 
surmising that the day’s proceedings were 
not totally devoid of interest for him. I 
would even hazard the statement that for 
awhile he betrayed symptoms of acute cha- 
grin. It is annoying at a critical juncture 
in one’s career to see one of your whilom 
tenderest friends trying to hang you. But 


when the Chicago police get after a man 


there is no telling what enormities may 
follow. 
Luetgert Smiles and Swaggers,. 


Luetgert entered court with a boisterous 
swagger this morning, and had smiles and 
jokes for everybody. He was waggish, sa- 
tirical, genial, and affectionate by turns. 
He did not look particularly well, but he has 
been four months in a Chicago jail, and 
though he is said to be the joliest prisoner in 
it, still confinement will tell in time, even 
upon the strongest and most innocent. 
Judge Tuthill was a little late, so there was 
time for a lively reception party before 
court opened. Then we settled do to hear 
another identification or two of the rings. 

First came Miss Mueller, a niece of Mrs. 
Luetgert. She said she recognized the rings; 
and for some reason they were afterwards 
passed round among the counsel and others 
within the inclosure. It was now that Luet- 
gert distinguished himself. He wanted to 
have a look at those rings himself. They 
were handed to him accordingly; and in 
order that there might be no uncertaiuty 
among the spectators about his cheerful in- 
difference to the unpleasant assecialfons 
which some persons had imagined migbt at- 
tach to these little ornaments, he stood up, 
upon receiving them, and displayed his bul- 
ky figure and smile-wrinkled face to the full 
glare of public observation. 


Contempt for the Rings. 

He examined the rings with an alr of 
amused contempt, turning them this way 
and that, thinking, perhaps, that the Chi- 
cago police were certainly quite clever in 
preparing fakes of this sort. He finally 
handed them back to his counsel with a 
pleasant nod. 

There were, thanks’to the severe dis- 
crimination exercised by the doorkeepers, 
much fewer women in court today than 
heretofore. Luefgert himself had remarked 
a little while before that he missed one of 
his girls, and that it made him feel sad, so 
this exhibition of his person and his amuse- 
ment by the prisoner necessarily lacked the 
wide recognition which it deserved. But 
it will get in the papers and that is about 
as good. 

Another German lady, Mrs. Pearce, was 
the next identifier. She is understood to 
have knowledge of another of the four at- 
tempts which Leutgert is alleged to have 
made upon his wife's life—the attempt to 
smother her with gas—but of course there 
was no reference made to that on this oo- 
casion. 

Mr. Phalen was exceedingly inquisitive 
in his cross-examination of this lady. His 
questions were rapid, scornful, and sar- 


castle, but if he produced any effect upon 


the jury I think it was rather through his 
own suspicions of the witness’ credibility, as 
implied by the*tones of his voice, than 
through any impeachment of her testimony 
which he succeeded in accomplishing. 


“ That Is a Lie.” 


When she had been disposed.of a Mrs. 
Grieson took her place; she had not only 
been familiar with the rings, but had herseif 
worn the large one once, and had had her 
photograph taken with it; and the photo- 
graph, with the ring on her finger, was pro- 
duced and put in evidence. 

The defense attempted to show that Mrs. 


Grieson could not have worn the ring, bo- 


cause her finger was too large; but Mrs. 
Grieson put on the ring with no apparent 
difficulty, and there was no more to be said, 
She ‘had already answered, when asked by 
Attorney Vincent whether she had not failed 
to get on the ring at a former examination: 
No; that is a lie.“ 
Sensation of the Day. 

Now came the sensation of the day—Mrs. 
Feldt. 

Mrs. Feldt was, (and is, I understand) a 
respectable widow with some money. Luet- 
gert used to make hot love to her. He also 
used to borrow money of her, or try to, or 
both; and he had intimated that, when “ all 
his troubles were over,“ he and she would 
E together a life of tenderness and de- 

ght. 

This would seem to imply that the delight 
would begin when Mrs. Luetgert that was 
(or is) had for whatever reason ceased to be 
a trouble. In other words, it was conceiv- 


able that nature might, in her own good 
remove’ Mrs. Luetgert to a better 


time, 
world; and that then Mrs. Feldt would be- 
come a new Mrs. Luetgert and all would 
go merry as a marriage bell. 

Consequently, why should not Mrs. Feldt 
in the meantime advance her adorer a trifle 
of hard cash? 

The adoration finally proceeded so far that 
Mrs. Luetgert that is or was got jealous. 
There was no harm in that; the trouble was 
that Mrs. Feldt herself became jealous of 
a third 
servant rl. 
we shall more as the trial progresses. 
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The preliminaries concerned the conduct of 
Mr. Luetgert towards his wife. 

f Quotes Endearing Expressions, 

Mrs. Feldt quoted such remarks of his as, 
“When the trouble in the factory is over 
we will settle with her [Mrs. Luetgert], 
and “I eannot live with that carcase any 
longer.“ a 

This, it should be mentioned, was before 
the alleged transformation of Mrs. Luet- 
gert took place; carcase was merely 
one of her husband’s playful nicknames for 
her. 

It was a prophetic nickname, perhaps; 
but it is to determine that point that we are 
here. 

Mrs. Feldt also recalled certain sayings of 
Luetgert to and about the beautiful Mary. 
Mary, it seems, used to have scenes with 
Mrs. Luetgert, and complained thereof to 
her master. 

„If you want to get rid of her [Mrs. Luet- 
gert] send her to the factory, and we'll pay 
her off.“ Before you [Mary] go she shall 
go —-Mre. Luetgert, that is to say. And, 
again, If you [Mary] can’t live in the house 
with her come to me in the factory.“ 5 

Luetgert, it may be remarked, habitually 
slept in the factory, away from his wife, but 
not necessarily alone. 

His Letters Confront Him. 

The prisoner in court listened to these 
reminiscences, disguising his enjoyment of 
them in the manner I have described. But

MOVE FOR SPECIAL SESSION. 


Controversy over R. C. Gunning’s assess- 
ment of South Town property is bringing 
to the surface some bad blood. While con- 
sidering complaints before the County 


Finance committee yesterday, D. A. Cum- 


mings felt himself called upon to say to John 
A. Bell: 

ou are a fine Har.“ 

In reply Mr. Bell exclaimed: 

Tou would not be permitted to call me 
that were you not an old man.“ 

Thereupon Mr. Cummings “ squared off ” 
and replied: 

Never mind about my age. Don't let 
that worry you, for I will waive all consider- 
ations of that kind.“ 

Friends interfered, and prevented the an- 
gry men coming to blows. 


Cause of the Altercation. 


All this came about as one of the results 
of the complaints filed on Friday by Mr. 
Bell, as agent for Jonathan Clark, against 
Mr. Gunning's assessments on the State 
street property occupied by the A. M. Roth- 
schild & Co. department store. They were 
up before the committee for adjustment. 
Mr. Cummings, the real estate dealer, was 
there in behalf of H. G. Foreman, who 
owns eighty feet front at the northeast cor- 
ner of State and Van- Buren streets. He 
took exceptions to the complaint on the 
ground that proper notice had not been 
served on the property-Owners, as alleged in 


Mr. Bell’s affidavit. Mr. Bell contradicted - 


him with the statement that he had served 
legal notice, as set forth in his affidavit. 
Then followed the altercation. 

Chairman Allen restored order by declar- 
ing such language would not be allowed. 
He further said the property-owners had 
been served with notice sufficiently legal for 
the committee to recognise its force and to 
investigate the assessments. 

As all the parties interested were not 
ready to be heard the matter was postponed 
until next Wednesday. Mr. Clark com- 
plains that his holding, 120 on State street, at 
the corner of Jackson boulevard, is assessed 
at $93,000, while the balance of ~~ block 
is assessed at only $122,000, which, he says, 
is entirely too low. 

Special Session Agitation. 


It was learned yesterday that the County 
board and Taxpayers’ Defense league will 
shortly begin agitating the necessity for a 
special session of the Legislature to pass a 
revenue bill. President Healy is now pre- 
paring an exhaustive statement on the pres- 
ent method of assessing property. It will 
be read before the board at its meeting next 
Tuesday. | . 

We cannot go on much longer in this 
manner, said Mr. Healy, without getting 
ourselves into trouble. There is only one 
remedy. The Legislature should be con- 
vened in special session and give us relief in 
the shape of a new revenuelaw. If the peo- 
ple ask him earnestly to do so, I believe the 
Governor will call it. Under the present 
law nothing can be done to remedy the in- 
equalities and irregularties with which the 
assessments are burdened.“ 

As to the possibility, as suggested by W. 
D. Messenger, of having the South Town 
assessment set aside, he said he learned it 
can, be done by the County board, but its 
next duty would be to order a new assess- 
ment by the same Assessor, R. C. Gunning: 
In the event he refused to make it, the 
board would be compelled to restore the 
old assessment. 

Dentes He Wrote the Pallman Letter. 


Z. 8. Holbrook, President of the Taxpay- 
ers’ league, gave out a card signed by 
li. W. Bemis, denying the published state- 
ment that he wrote the open letter to 
George . Pullman, and explaining that 
all he had to do with it was to compile a 
few figures on the railway mileage in II-

As to the criticism of his effort that he 
should have considered the liabilities of the 
Pullman company as probably reducing the 
taxable assets, and compared the property 
with that of other large manufacturing 
companies, Mr. Holbrook declared he cov- 
erod both these points.

PLOSION AT BROAD RIPPLE. 


Six Persous Killed and Twenty-five 
More Seriously Injured—Men Pinned 
Down in the Wreckage and Slowly 
Roast to Death in the Presence of 
Hundreds of Spectators — Others 

Escape from the Ruins with Hands 
and Feet Burned Nearly Ot. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 4.—[Special.j—A 
double explosion shook the foundation of 
every building in Broad Ripple, ten miles 
north of this city, this morning and re»ulted 
in the destruction of five buildings, the kill- 
ing of six persons, and perhaps more, and 
the injury of twenty-five, a number of whom 
may die. The killed are: 

The Dead. 
DARLING, JACOB, painter, Broad Ripple. 
ERNEST. HDNRY, laborer, Broad Ripple. 
Plus. GRESH, groceryman, Broad Ripple. 
YOUNT. CHARLES, Indianapolis. 
Two unidentified dead, one supposed to be John 


Porter. a laborer. 
The first explosion occurred in the cellar 


of James Watts’ drug store while Edgar 
Watts was developing photographs in a dark 
room in the rear. The building shot up in 
the air in fragments. One man was kiiled 
here and several injured. Young Watts was 
hurled across the street as if shot from a 


n. 
he explosion is supposed to be the result 
of a natural gas leak tn the cellar. The 
wrecked bullding burned rapldly, several 
people being dragged from the ruins badly 
burned. The flames soon communicated to 
the Odéfellows’ Block adjoining. In the first 
floor of this building was L. H. Gresh’s gen- 
eral store. The.fire department was not in 
working order, and citizens turned out and 
began carrying Gresh’s stock of goods trom 
the bullding. The fire worked through the 
cellar, where a stock of powder and gasoline 
was stored. This caused a second explosion 
more severe than that in the drug store. 
The walls of the two-story Oddfellows’ 
Building blew out, letting the upper story on 
two dozen people, crushing them beneath 
the mass. Two men were in the lodgeroom 
and were killed at the same time. Several 
buildings near the scene were partly de- 
molished, and three more took fire, the de- 
stroyed section reaching a quarter of a 


‘block. 


Men Blown Across the Street. 
The crowd on the street was mowed down 
by the flying timbers as if struck by a 


volley of chain shot. Justice of the Peace 


Culbertson and son, who were in a buggy 
in front of the store, were landed on the 
opposite side of the street with the vehicle 
a wreck and both occupants badly injured. 
People in the vicinity were seized witha 
panic lest other explosions would follow and 
for a time no one went near the ruins to 
help rescue the injured. In the meantime 
a score of people with broken iimbs and 
bleeding bodies were dragging themselves 
across the street, while cries for help came 
from the collapsed Oddfellows’ Building. 
The barrels of oil in ‘thd grocery fed the 
flames and converted the interior into a 
furnace. Still the people feared to go near 
the buildings. A pitnic party passing 
through the town to Broad Ripple Park came 
up and the men hastened to the rescue of 
the imprisoned victims. Citizens then took 
courage and boldly ventured into the ruins. 


Die in Sight of Hundreds. 


John Dafing was found on the sidewalk 
with heavy timbers across his neck. His 
was tme first body removed. Cries of heip 
came from the burning pile in several 
places, and Pius E. Gresh, son of the grocer, 
could be seen through the timbers. Elis 
cries were agonizing, and a dozen began 
to chop away the load above him. Before 
they could reach him the flames caught his 
legs, and he lay there screaming, meeting a 
slow death by fire before the eyes of hun- 
dreds. Beneath Gresh was Charles Yountz, 
also crying for help, but his cries were 
silenced in the flames five minutes before 


QGresh expired. For a short time groans 


came from further inside; but none could be 
reached, and their charred bodies were un- 
covered later this afternoon. 

Propably a score of the injured crawled 
from the top of the Oddfellows’ Bulliding 
ruins and were picked up in the street, somo 
of them with feet nearly burned off and 
others internally injured. Some of the 
bodies found had the heads and feet entirely 
burned away. They were brought to this 


‘city totally unrecognizable. Every house in 


the vicinity of the catastrophe has been 
converted into a temporary hospital, and 
doctors from the city are now assisting in 
caring for the injured and dying victims. 
Broad Ripple is located ten miles north of 
Indianapolis at the terminus of the wheel- 
way cycle path, and thousands from In- 
dianapolis were at the scene this afternoon.

GRACE KNOPP AFTER HIM 


Charges Range from Disorderly 
Conduct to Riot.. 


VICTIM SAYS IT’S BLACKMAIL 


W. H. Haskell, President of the Haskell 
Painting and Decoration company, 1344 
Michigan avenue, with his sons, W. . 
Haskell and Frank L. Haskell, Mrs. W. 8 
Haskell, and their servant, Jenhie Sietma, 
have within the last ten days been arrested 
over thirty times on complaint of Grace 
Knopp, their housekeeper. Half thecharges 
known to the law have been preferred 
against the members of the family. Almost 
daily they have been dragged into the Har- 
rison Street Police Station, and compelled 
to give bail to appear before some Justics 
of, the Peace. The Haskells declare the 
cases are blackmail pure and simple. 

On Thursday the defendants were com- 
pelled to appear in Justice Hartman’s court 
at Evanston to answer to seven charges 
preferred by the Knopp woman only to 
find there was no prosecution. 

On Wednesday they appeared in Justice 
Cleveland’s court in Maywood, where three 
warrants had been issued aganst them, only 
to be again freed for lack of prosecution. 
Frank Haskell, the younger member of 
the firm, was sent to jail by Justice Cleve- 
land on Friday for “interfering with a 
curiodian,” and it was dusk before his 
father could locate him and give bail for 
his release. . 

Insist It Is Persecution. 


The members of the oft-arrested family 
insist it is a case of persecution instigated 
by Miss Knopp, Constable Frank R. Brown, 
and Benjamin W. Woods, head of the wall- 
paper department in the New York Store. 
They were arrested twice yesterday on the 
same warrant, at 6 p. m. and again at 8 
p.m. The second time they appeared in the 
Harrison Street Station they were imme- 
diately released on their own recognizances. 
The peculiar feature of the case is that 
Justice Martin, before whom the first war- 
rants were taken out, had refused to issue 
any more from his court. 

The trouble originated about ten days 
ago. W. H. Haskell occupies the large bulld- 
ing at 1844 Michigan avenue as a paint and 
decorating store. He decided July 1 to sub- 
let the upper floor and the boarding house. 
W. 8. Haskell moved his furniture from his 
house at 2519 Prairie avenue to the Michigan 
avenue building, and also installed there 
$300 worth of furniture which he bought 
from Benjamin W. Woods. Frank L. Has- 
kell gave up his home at 5534 Indiana avenue 
and moved his household goods to the Mich- 
igan avenue dwelling likewise. 


Installed as Housekeeper. 
Grace Knopp, who for two years was @ 
servant in the Haskell family, was selected 
as housekeeper and moved in July 1, as 
did W. F. Haskell and his wife. 
Ten days ago Frank L. Haskell says he 


had reason to be dissatisfied with Miss 


Knopp’s conduct and ordered her out of 
the house. This action resulted in his ar- 


rest for riot, assault, threats to kill, and 


disorderly conduct. These cases are all con- 
tinued and are atill pending. 

Following the first appearance of the Has- 
kells' in a justice shop the family was in- 
undated with a perfect rain of warrants. 
Justice Martin, Justice Bradwell, Justice 
Cleveland of Maywood, and Justice Hart- 
man of Evanston all contributed their 
quota. The charges range frotn disorderly 
conduct to riot, and on Friday Mrs. W. 8. 
Haskell and her maid were included and 
dragged into the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion. 

Justice Martin finally wearied of the case 
and refused to issue any more warrants, 
so those interested in carrying on the fight 
of Miss Knopp against her former employers 
invoked the aid of Justice Cleveland, whose 
court is at Maywood. The justice issued 
three. warrants, which were s ed on the 
bewildered Haskells by Constable Brown of 
his court. The father and his sons rose early 
the next day and betook themselves to May- 
wood, only te find that the complainants in 
the case had not appeared and that there 
would be uo prosecution. 

Censtables Keep Coming. 

They had hardly returned home before an- 
other constable with a more voluminous 
batch of warrants appeared in their home. 
They had to anpear before Justice Hartman 
at Evanston. Here, too, there was no one 
to prosecute the charges and again the 
Haskells were free for a time.

YANTIC WILL SAIL THE LAKES. 


Canadian Government Will Make No 
Protest Against the Admis- 
sion of the Warship. 


Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 4.—[Special.]—Sir 
Richard Cartwright, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, was asked if the Canadian gov- 
ernment would protest against the taking 
of ‘he American cruiser Yantic up the great 
lakes for the,use of the Michigan Naval 
Brigade, in view of the treaty. with regard 
to the naval force to be kept by the United 
States and Canada in these waters. The 
Yantic is a 900 ton vessel, and for utility 
must of necessity carry a good deal heavier 
battery than one eighteen-pound cannon, to 
the use of which the treaty restricts the 
two cruisers allowed by treaty to either 
country to ply these inland waters, such 
vessels to be hot of more than 100 tons. The 
reply. of Sir Richard was: 

„1 do not think the Canadian government 
wil protest. I do not think the matter is 
of sufficient importance.” 

Sir Richard added: The treaty, so far as 
I am aware, remains unaltered. It is really 
a very small matter. The last time that any- 
thing heavier than our protection cruisers 
was afloat on the great lakes was in 1886,

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 4.—[{Special. — 
The St. Paul Western league team furnished 
the occasion for another riot at the park 
this afternoon. Both teams took a hand, 
and a mob of 500 from the bleachers, who 
have been expecting trouble for three days, 
joined in the slugging match. Catcher 
Spies of St. Paul, First Baseman Jack Glass- 
cock of old league fame, Captain Glenalvin, 
formerly Chicago’s second baseman, and 
Pitcher Roger Denzer, also recently of Chi- 
cago together with most of the Indianapolis 
players, are nursing sore spots tonight ac- 
quired during the mix up. An extra force 
of police, who had warning of what to ex- 
pect, escaped with a few scratches obtained 
while separating the combatants. 

The trouble arose in the first half of the 
second inning during the second game, after 
Indianapolis had two out and runners on 
The home team 
had just lost three straight games to its 
hated opponents, and the feeling was bitter. 
Hogriever was at bat and became furious 
when he popped up an easy foul to Spies. 
As the St. Paul catcher started for the ball 
Hogriever, in great anger, spiked him on 
the heel. Spies caught the ball, and turning 
threw it with great force, striking Hogriever 
in the ribs. The Hoosier right flelder retal- 
jated with a vicious crack of his bat across 
Spies’ legs, knocking him over. Spies made 
for Hogriever and they were engaged in a 
furious fight in no time.

gloomiest outlook for the winter. The 
chairman of the Michaelstown Board of 
Guardians, at a meeting held by that body 
on Thursday last, declared Ireland is on the 
verge of a great agricultural crisis, and that 
numbers of rate payers will be compelled to 
go to the workhouse. 

The price of bread is rising slowly in Lon- 
don, and the outlook for the winter is of the 
gloomiest kind. This city requires 70,000 
quarters of foreign whedt weekly, inde- 
pendent of flour, and during August less 
than 35,000 quarters arrived per week. Not 
one-tenth of London's bread is made from 
English flour, and the bakers assert that 
with flour at the present figure a loaf of 
bread at 5% pence (11 cents) will send them 
into bankruptcy.

Newspaper Finances. 


There have been frequent and anxious 
consultations in the offices of the Daily 
Mail lately. That paper, which was es- 
tablished a little more than a year ago, 
took an immediate hold on the British 
public, because it was conducted on the 
best American methods, and now it has a 
circulation of 350,000. Its rivals first turned 
up their noses at the Mail, because its price 
was one cent and attributed its popularity 
‘to its cheapness alone. Its rivals were 
wrong, but the friendly experts who pre- 
dicted that a first-class morning paper 
couldn’t be produced for a cent, except at 
a loss, were right, and the Mail people have 
at length come to the same conclusion. 
Owner Harmsworth and Editor Kennedy 
Jones admit that the least for which any 
respectable morning paper can be made is 
two cents, and from the first of January 
next that will be the price of the Mall. 


Effect of American Competition. 

The English provincial press, as though 
moved by a common impulse, is now engaged 
in bemoaning the ruinoug effects of Ameri- 
can competition. The Welsh tin-platers ad- 
mit that American-made plates are modest- 
ly beginning to creep into this market, but 
they deny that this is the cause of the clos- 
ing of several big works here. That, they 
say, was necessitated by the suicidal action 
in demanding increased wages. A famous 
Wolverhampton firm of electrical engineers 
is much franker than the Welshmen. They 
announce that they will soon close their 
business if American competition in their 
particular line increases at the present rate 
of progress. 

Food Problems, 

The bread question is still agitating the 
public both in England and on the con- 
tinent. Prices continue to rise and in 
France the question has taken a serious 
political aspect. M. Meline is not likely to 
consent to a reduction or abolition of the 
duty, for he is an ardent protectionist. He 
is trying to convince the people that the 
advance is due to speculators. The Social- 
ists are pushing the question and orderly 
demonstrations are held throughout Paris 
and the provincial towns. When the glamour 
of the present week has worn off it may have 
a political effect. In Rome also there have 
been demostrations and the pressure is 
severely felt in Vienna. 

In this country, curiously, the consump- 
tion of bread per capita is less than in any 
other civilized nation, but the burden al- 


ready is severe.

Mayflower May Start Today. 

The Mayflower sailed today for South- 
ampton to coal, as a southwesterly gale ren- 
dered the operation impossible in the Cowes 
roads.

‘Estimate of European Shortage. 


„Nes; on special reports I estimate the 
total yield will be 157,570,000 quarters, as 
against requirements of 206,000,000 quarters. 
This yield is about 35,000,000 below 1896, and 
the reserves are unusually deficient. My 
independent estimate last year was only 5 
per cent off the subsequent official returns.“ 

Ireland is threatened with the most dis- 
astrous winter since the terrible famine year 
of 1847. This is no politicians’ opinion, but 
the deliberate prediction of Colonel Spaight, 
the most experienced inspector under the 
Irish Local Government board, the body 
which administers the poor law system 
from Dublin Castle.

1847. 

Food Shortage in Ireland. 

„Tho potatoes are all poor, and in the 
mountain districts are hopelessly gone. I 
know there are absolutely none. Corn and 
hay are rotting on the ground. Turf has 
been most difficult to be saved and now 
cannot be drawn out of the bogs and moun- 
tains. I trust, therefore, that a word of 
warning may not be misplaced.”

Roman Emperors. 


AMERICAN IS ROBBED OF $26,000 


Berlin, Sept. 4—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.] — Emperor William's 
Coblentz rodomontade has been received 
abroad with derision. Even the Roman 
press cannot swallow the Emperor's vice 
regency of heaven,“ and is describing the 
blast at Coblents as the blaring of a war 
horn of the ancient German gods. 

Austria manifests considerable uncasiness 
on the subject, and throughout Germany a 
more significant note of danger has been 
sounded. 

The Emperor's speech is generally inter- 
preted as meaning that his Majesty is de- 
termined not to yield to the wishes of Par- 
liament, and the newspapers, thougb hardly 
daring to say so openly, clearly intimate 
that the Emperor’s idea of his mission dves 
not agree with his constitutional position. 
While his Majesty may be responsible to 
nobody but God, it is added the responsi- 
bility for the Emperor rests upon the Min- 
isters, whose work the nation intends to 
control, no matter how omnipotent or om- 
niscient his Majesty proclaims himself. 

The thoughtful and liberal-minded in Ger- 
many feel much abashed, and naturully the 
conservative and the whole of the reaction- 
ary press are loudly acclaiming the speech. 
The liberal newspapers are hoisting the 
danger signals. 


Makes a Significant Parallel. 


The Vorwaerts on Thursday drew a 
paraliel between the Roman Emperors of 
the Byzantine period and other half mad 
autocrats, saying: 

“The Emperor evidently contemplates, 
for the good of the Fatherland, to reign in 
violation of the people's constitutional 
rights.“ 

Even so loyal and moderate a paper as the 
National Zeitung guardedly takes the Em- 
peror to task, reminding him that, under the 
constitution, his own duties and preroga- 
tives and those of the Cabinet and the 
Reichstag are bounded by. certain umita- 
tions, which no one can transgress with im- 
punity, adding: 

“His latest speech is unwelcome con- 
firmation of the rumors which have been 
current for months regarding the Emperor's 
intentions.“ 

A number of the leading papers protest 
that these imperial speeches and political 
toasts have been becoming altogether too 
frequent of late, and they further hold that 
they are injuring the authority and dignity 
of the crown, the Tageblatt declaring that 
his Majesty is reintroducing the mental un- 
wisdom of Frederick William IV. 

In spite of the flood of criticism the Em- 
peror is said to be preparing to make an- 
other speech in the exchange of toasts be- 
tween himself and the King of Italy at 
Hamburg as a counterblast to the Cronstadt 
glorification and as a fresh consolidation of 
the dreibund. ,

WILL BE HARD FOR CHICAGO. 


West Superior Proposes to Handle the 
Big Corn Crop of the West 
This Season. 


West Superior, Wis., Sept. 4.—There is to 
be a change in the methods of handling the 
corn crop this year, unless all indications 
fail, and it will deprive Chicago of the bene- 
fits accruing from the millions of bushels of 
this cereal going through that port. Chi 
cago’s loss is Superior’s gain, for it is the 
intention of some of the biggest operators 
to divert the corn crop to Superior and tho 
head of the lake this fall. 

The prime factor in this movement is F. 
H. Peavy of Minneapolis, and his associates. 
They have been enabled to make the alter- 
ation through the changing of the basis of 
rail rates to the lake ports. The Omahd has 
been the chief factor in this. Last winter it 
put out a new tariff sheet, which adjusted 
rates and left it so that there was no longer 
a discrimination in favor of Chicago. Al- 
though a longer haul than to Superior, Chi- 
cago had the lower rate, and there was no 
choice but for elevator companies to send 
corn that way for Buffalo. The rate t» 
southwestern corn points is now 17 cents 
and 19 cents a hundred pounds, a reduction 
of several cents, while the same points to 
Chicago have to pay 18 cents to 28 cents, a 
decided difference. 

The agents of the Peavy interests, tho 
Globe and Belt Line elevators in this city 
and elsewhere throughout the country, are 
now in the open market taking all of the 
corn that is offered. They are paying the 
Chicago price and shipping it through this 
city. This will result in making Superior 
known more than ever as a market for 
coarse grains. 


FOR A NEW RAILWAY LEAGUE. 


Railroad’ Men Meet at Masonic Temple 
Today to Form a Political 
Organization. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 4.—[{Spcecial.]-—-B, B. 
Ray, Secretary of the Railroad and Ware- 
house commission, will leave tonight for 
Chicago, where he will attend a meeting of 
prominent railroad men at the Masonic Tem- 
ple tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock. The 
object of the meeting is to form a perma- 
nent organization to be known as the Rail- 
road Employés’ Political league.’’

“EXPENSES OF INDIAN WAR.

London, Sept. 4.—{Copyrighted, 1807, by 
the New York Evening Post.}—The English 
press is amusing itself in the dead season 
with loud and very disrespectful guffaws at 
Kaiser Wilhelm. “I and the Almighty,” 
“A Garrulous Potentate,” More About 
My Ancestors — such headlines abound in 
sedate journals and will certainly provoke 
fresh anti-English outbursts in Germany, 
with an equally certain angry reflex from 
England. 

In fact, so far as newspapers form an In- 
dex, England and Germany remain on pain- 
fully unfriendly terms. Moreover, apart 
from newspaper invectives, it is significant 
that when Lord Salisbury denounced the 
German and Belgian treaties at the bidding 
of the colonies, Belgium welcomed the pros- 
pect of renegotiation in the most friendly 
way, while Germany remained mute. In the 
near east, too, it is Germany which stands 
in the way of the settlement of the peace 
negotiations according to English wishes. 


Muck to Wound Germany. 

There is, in truth, much in the present 
European situation to wound German sensi- 
bilities, and England is the only direction in 
which she can let her feelings go. But for 
Franco-Russian embraces, M. Melin’s com- 
pliments to the political clubs in Alsace- 
Lorraine on their glowing patriotism must 
have provoked German protests. As it is, 
ingenious publicists tell the German people 
that these compliments are the French gov- 
ernment’s clever trick to hide failure to se- 
cure a more than defensive compact with 
Russia. 

Such banners as were flaunted in the Paris 
strects Tuesday, declaring 1 plus 1 equals 
3.“ and the Marquis de Menorval's pro- 
posal to change the name of the Boulevard 
Sebastopol to the Boulevard de Russie, be- 
cause it leads to the Boulevard Stfasbourg, 
are other incidents not calculated to allay 
German soreness. One fact noted here to- 
day may help to coo] the Parisian hotheads. 
Owing to the way in which the German 
maneuvers were arranged this year, the 
Germans actually have mobilized at this mo- 
ment a larger force than they had on the 
French border in 1870 within ten days after 
the declaration of war. Moreover, the troops 
are in the very positions in which they 
actually would mobilize in the case of war. 


Wales as Chairman. 

Friends of the Anglo-French entente wel- 
come today’s announcement that the Prince 
of Wales has accepted the chairmanship of 
the British Royal commission for the Paris 
exhibition. The Prince is a great favorite 
in Paris and means to take an active per- 
sonal interest in the exhibition. 


Who Will Pay the Expenses?f 

Now that an aggressive policy against the 
Indian frontier tribes has been entered upon, 
the English taxpayer is beginning to ask 
himself: Who is to pay for what seems like- 
ly to be an arduous and expensive cam- 
paign? According to official principles, it 
being purely an Indian war, India must 
pay, but how no one knows. The famine 
and plague must already have enormously 
increased this year’s estimated Indian 
c@icit of £2,500,000. The salt tax is already 
near the maximum, and the British govern- 
ment is pledged to Lancashire to reduce the 
Indian cotton duties. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer must now face a really grave 
problem. 


Lady Londonderry in Politics. 

Lord Londonderry handed over to Lady 
Londonderry his leadership of the Tory re- 
volt against Chamberlain. The result is a 
bitter article by her Ladyship in the Nine- 
teenth Century, heaping abuse on Mr. Cham- 
berlain for betraying the stanch capitalist 
Tories by his socialistic workmen’s compen- 
sation bill. But, great as is the Primrose 
league, woman is not yet recognized as a 
serious political leader in England. As one 
writer sagely puts it, Lord Londonderry 
probably will be a Cabinet Minister in the 
next Tory government, and Lady London- 
derry’s salon will be the center of brilliant 
ministerialist gatherings when a Tory home 
ruie bill is passing through the Commons. 


Engineers’ Strike Still On. 

The great engineering strike shows no 
signs of ending. The patternmakers, boiler- 
makers, molders and finishers now are being 
locked out at the instance of the engineering 
employers, who, by thus extending the area 
of the strike, seem intent on paralyzing the 
workmen's societies and exterminating trade 
unionism. The strike already has cost the 
workmen £1,250,000 in wages and £500,000 in 
levies for unemployed comrades. Yet the 
workmen's union says it has enough funds 
to continue the struggle for nine months and 
has just refused the offer of a loan of 
£100,000 from another union. 


Discuss the Jewish State. 

The echoes of the Jewish Zionist congress 
at Basle have created extraordinary stir 
among the Jews here. Allowing for the en- 
thusiasm and the pathos of these yearnings 
after a Jewish state in Palestine there are 
questionings whether the Jews are wise in 
reasserting their nationality and so provok- 
ing doubts as to their loyalty to their adopt- 
ed countries. When the time for the fulfill-

One of the greatest favorites of the old 
Emperor William has just passed away in 
the person of the old Duke of Ujest, the 
head of the Oehringen branch of that 
vast house of Hohenhole, which has 
of late years given Governors to Alsace- 
Lorraine and an imperial chancellor to Ger- 
many. The late Duke was a man of great 
wealth and enormous influence, and until 
late years a devoted adherent of the Hohen- 
zollerns. He was so little in sympathy with 
the modern régime in. Berlin that it required 
little short of an imperial command to bring 
him anywhere near the court. He was in 
his time one of the keenest sportsmen in 
Germany. 

President Kruger’s denial of British 
suzerainty over the Transvaal fell at first 
like a bombshell here, and the simple minded 
took it as almost a declaration of war. N ow, 
although Mr. Chamberlain asserts so pos- 
itively that Great Britain is suzerain, there 
are experts in international law who would 
dispute the Colonial Secretary. The whole 
thing rests on the text of the London con- 
vention and on Lord Derby’s explanatory 
letter to the Transvaal Deputies. 

There is nothing in either of these docu- 
ments which fixes the general supremacy 
of England over the Transvaal involved ina 
notion of suzerainty. There is of course the 
one clause respecting treaties with foreign 
states from which as yet Oom Paul has made 
no attempt to escape. He may be tempted 
to do so if be finds England's claim un- 
pleasantly elastic. 

Interest in India. 

The troubles on the northwest frontier of 
India are occupying men’s minds here al- 
most to the exclusion of any other news; 
even an exceptionally brutal murder or a 
deadly railway collision fails just now. to 
attract the gentle British public, who are 
to be seen at street corners poring over maps 
of the disturbed districts and discussing 
the summary vengeance to be taken on the 
insurgent tribes. The very names of the 
tribesmen, Afridis and Orakzais, which 
meant very Uttle or nothing to the Britisher 
six weeks ago, are now common property, 
and every Englishman whose tongue is not 
tied by self-conscious fear of mispronounc- 
ing barbarous names has an infallible rem- 
edy for the emergency. 

What the people here wish to see is a 
vengeance of that summary and theatrical 
kind which is only achieved on the d atic 
stage, but campaigns on the Indian fron- 
tiers are matters of times and seasons, if 
they are to be successful at a moderate 
cost of men and material, and unfortunate- 
ly there could be no worse time for catch- 
ing and coercing the Afridi warrior than the 
present. Had the rising occurred in Decem- 
ber or in January these hillmen could have 
been easily starved out from the mountains 
which sheltered and fed them no longer. 
But now they are safe as the Sicilian ban- 
ditti in the tourist season, while the heat 
and unhealthfulness of the valleys are even 
more deadly to British troops than the Bir- 
mingham-made guns of their wild enemies. 

That the trouble has increased beyond ex- 
pectation is shown by the fact that the au- 
thorities in India find it right to ignore all 
questions of seasonable surroundings and 
take the offensive at once, lest other tribes 
interpret the policy of inaction as a sign 
of decay and weakness on the British side. 

Then, although the Ameer has protested 
more than once that he had no direct share 
in this business, and although the‘ Afghan 
Sheikh, who bas been lately loaded with 
gifts at Constantinople, and received 
an autograph letter from the Sultan to Ab- 
dul Rahman, has been pronounced a harm- 
less emissary, yet it is all too clear that 
any sign of British procrastination or yield- 
ing might dangerously affect Afghanistan. 
This is more than a matter of mere conject- 
ure, though the greatest reticence on the 
subject is observed by the India office. 


Purchase of Palestine. 

The Jewish congress at Basel, convened 
by Dr. Herzl of Vienna, has aroused in this 
country a deeper feeling than one of mere 
curiosity. It is not altogether a dream that 
as a part of the final solution of the Eastern 
question Palestine might find itself a neutral 
State, guaranteed by the European powers. 
While in the hearts and heads of cultivated 
Englishmen the question of the return of 
the Jews to their promised land has always 
exercised a strong fascination, although as 
a matter of practical politics any realization 
of the dream has seemed to the outsider to 
be in the far distance, Dr. Herzl’s plan of 
direct purchase from the Sultan has the 
flavor of the stock exchange, and presents 
many grave difficulties, of which perhaps 
the least is the raising of some hundred mil- 
lion dollars for this purpose. It is curious to 
remember how the greater side of this 
movement was foreshadowed by the genius 
of George Eliot, who in Daniel Deronda "’ 
prophesies through the mouth of Mordecai 
the co of a new Jewish polity—grand, 
simple,’ just, like the old, and the dawn 
of a day when the outraged Jew shall have 
an equal defense in the world of nations 
with the outraged Englishman or American. 
This great writer's forecasts have ere now 
been verified in after history, though in this 
case the fulfillment may not be the scheme 
adopted by the Bgsel congress. 

English farmers are blessing what they

The New York Central in a differ- 
ent territory shows the splendidly encourag- 
ing fact that not all of the gains this year 
are to be confined to one section—testifies 
that the whole country is sharing in the 
betterment, that railroad gains reflect gen- 
eral, not special conditions. 

I have official authority for the statement 
that the New York Central earnings for 
August will go beyond gains of $100,000 per 
week. Such a showing is simply marvelous, 
a gain for one month of over $400,000. The 
New York Central will soon be making an 
increased dividend, as the St. Paul has 
officially determined to do. 

Situation with Rock Island. 

The Rock Island company is certain to 
join in this enthusiasm-making procession. 
In the Rock Island case the casting vote is 
with Chicago. If President Cable is in 
favor of doubling the Rock Island dividend 
this fall the dividend will be doubled. If 
President Cable, choosing otherwise the 
ultra conservative course, shall choose not 
to make an increase in the dividend this fall, 
but to wait till next spring for perhaps a 
bigger distribution, President's Cable's views 
will still dominate. One thing certain is 
that the Rock Island company is soon to go 
upon a larger dividend basis, as current 
earnings warrant it. Eastern directors 
would be (as I happen to know personally) 
glad to have Mr. Cable advise the increase. 

In the Rock Island case there is that which 
is exceptional.

Nothing strange at all is in the 
fact that now the Rock Island sees its way 
to resuming old and higher dividend rates.

These ex- 
amples represent conservatism not as a 
theory, but conservatism applied.

‘TRUTH ABOUT KLONDIKE. 


MAN EARNS ALL HE MAKES IN THAT 


He May Werk ter Grab Stakes in Good 
Coolers While a Bonansa Lies in Un- 
promising Ground Nearby—Dawson 


Seems Fated to Have a Very Tough 


Time Next Winter, According te All 
Reperts That Have Been Received 
from There, 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 1. ~The first clear 


description of the conditien of Dawson City 


this summer, with the outlook for a famine 


this winter, is furnished by Charles Haines, 
@ newspaper man who happened to be at 
Circle City, and was employed by the San 
Francisco Bulletin to go to the Klondike and 
write the actual truth about the mines. His 
first letter, dated July 26, has just arrived. 
It contains the following good picture of the 
place and the mines: 

The gravel deposits are in the beds of 
creeks and along the shores, but there do not 
appear to be any indications which may be 
accepted as a definite sign of a proper lead 
to the quartz districts. Some of the gold 
taken out has had particles of quartz cling- 
ing to it, which particles do not seem to be 
part of any geological formations for miles 
around. 

The placers are the mos: puzzling and 
deceiving I have ever seen. Imagine a man 
working on good ‘color’ and finding the 
ground worth only a few dollars a day, and 
then turning to a waste of mud and moss, 
without any surface indications, and un- 


earthing a bonanga. That is the situation 


here and all over Alaska. 

Aman who comes here to mine does it at 
the expense of his health and happiness, and 
it is a question of making a fortune quickly 
or taking chances with death. He locates 
a $10 a day claim, but what isa paltry few 
hundred dollars a month to a man who must 
wreck his physical self for a thousand or 
two in nuggets? 

Now as to the difficulty in locating 
claims. I say difficulty, though about me are 
a score of men who can weigh their gold by 
the basketful and who value their claims at 
millions. Four hundred valuable diggings 
are stretched along the creeks, and every 
digging ts a fabulous mine of gold. Yet there 
are men who have gone out and returned to 
Dawson after searching the great country 
hereabouts, and never a nugget do they 
show for their toil and their long tramp over 
the broken ground and into country whose 
natural disadvantages are exceeded by those 
of no other place on earth. 

** Dawson is merely a collection of log huts, 
several log storehouses, several saloons, and 
a mass of tents, about 600 in number. Lum- 
ber is high, and though the rigorous arctic 
winter has already shown signs of closing 
down, there does not seem to be any great 
effort made among the tent owners to get 
themselves under better cover. When the 
long nights come and the glass goes down 
to 65° below zero there will be intense suffer- 
— here, and 1 shudder to think ot the re- 
suit. 

* Provisions are going to be very scarce, 
and there is little room to doubt that the 
entire town will have to go on short rations 
during the winter and that scurvy will be 
rampant. If we do not have early rains be- 
fore the freeze-up there will not be enough 
grub here to last through the winter, as the 
steamers cannot get through. To make 
matters worse, a number of pack trains have 


been coming in here from different parts of 


the country lately with only half the grub 


they started with. The packers foolishly 


sold or threw away their food to make their 
packs lighter, and I think they will suffer 
punishment for their folly before the ice 
opens next spring. 

“There are few people here who can be 
called poor. Of 3,000 or. 4,000 inhabitants 
only 200 at most have made big strikes. The 
less fortunate ones have found work in 
various capacities, and during last winter 
many made $15 and $20 a day, paid $2.50 or 
leas for living per day, and saved the balance. 
But the town cannot stand a great many 
more newcomers unless new strikes are 
made, which are probable. The man who 


comes here this winter, should the floating 


population grow to any extent, must have 
money and food or he will run the risk of 
starving. 

„Reports of other strikes are constantly 
received here, and many are authentic as 
far as Stewart and Pelly River miners are 
concerned, but nothing so rich as the Klon- 
dike has yet been reported. 

“A man named Wilson took out several 
thousands of dollars on the Stewart River, 
but several expeditions have returned from 
there and reported that only fairly rich bar 
diggings exist on that stream. This is an- 
other example of the uncertainty of ‘ strik- 
ing it rich’ in that section. Quite a number 
of men are preparing to leave here for Juneau 
in case the steamers do not get through with

prices to the bimetallic level and then keep 
them there by a financial system which 
will furnish a standard money suffleient in 
volume to keep pace with the demand for 
money. The former praise a dear dollar, 
but grow happy over the cheupening of the 
dollar in its relation to a few articles. 

A general rise quickens enterprise for 
the time being, and the maintaining of 
the level, when reached, protects business 
in general and the producers of wealth in 
particular, from the disastrous effects of 
falling prices; a rise in a few articles may 
bring advantage to those who produce such 
articles and yet be a detriment to those 
who are engaged in the production of arti- 
cles which do not enjoy a corresponding 
rise. 

A few instances may be given: If wool 
rises the wool-grower will be benefited, but 
the manufacturer of woolen goods will suf- 
fer unless there is a corresponding advance 
in the price of woolen goods. 

But an advance in the price of woolen 
goods is an injury to those who wear woolen 
goods unless they enjoy a corresponding in- 
crease in their income. 

If sugar rises the sugar trust reaps the 
profit, buf it must be at the expense of 
those who consume sugar, unless the con- 
sumers of sugar can make enough more 
So, when 
wheat, rises the wheat-grower is benefited, 
but he profits at the expense of those who 


‘nse flour, unless the latter in some way 


secure a corresponding increase in their 
incomes. : 

A general rise in ‘prices should be fol- 
lowed by a rise in wages. Mr. Carlisle, in 
his speech of 1878, commenting upon the 
advantages to be secured through the Bland 
act, said: “ Instead of constunt and relent- 


| 


less contraction; instead of a constant ap- 
preciation of money and depreciation of 
property, we will have expansion to the ex- 
tent of at least two million dollars per 
month, and under Its influence the ex- 
changeable value of commodities, inelud- 
ing labor, will soon begin to rise, thus invit- 
ing investment, infusing life into the dead 
industries of thé country, and quickening 


the pulsations of trade in all its depart- 


ments.” 

The farmer and the manufacturer would 
each receive a higher price for his product 
and would be able to pay more to those 
employed in its production. The laborers, 
on the other hand, would at once realize 
the advantage enjoyed by the employer and 
their own disadvantage and demand an 
increase in wages. The labor organiza- 
tions, aided by the increased demand for 
labor, would obtain this increase, and thus 
secure protection from harm. The good 
effect of a general rise and a subsequent 
level of prices would be widespread and 
permanent.

Owners of Money Suffer. 


The owners of money and the holders of 
fixed investments are the only ones to 
whoni rising prices bring a real injury, and 
this injury is partly remedied by the 
greater security given to investments. 

If it is said that rising prices do an injus- 
tice to the owners of money and those en- 
joying fixed incomes, let it be remembered 
that the restoration of bimetallism can only 
take away the advantage which the gold 
standard gives. It is a choice between 
fallen prices indefinitely continued and a 
return to bimetallic level. The gold stand- 
ard gives a perpetual advantage to the 
money-owning class and works a perpetnal 
injustice to the producers of wealth, while 
bimetallism gives a temporary advantage 
to the producers of wealth at the expense 
of the money owners, and then establishes 
justice between all classes by preserving 
stability in the purchasing power of the 
dollar.

The disappointment will then be more in- 
tense because of the temporary delusion, 
and the Republican papers which are to- 
day calling attention to the price of wheat 
are simply laying up for themseives addi- 
tional trouble. 

The advocates of bimetallism can rejoice 
in the rise while it lasts, and when it is over 
they can contrast the advantages of higher 
prices, due to an increased volume of money, 
with the short-lived benefits of a spasmodic 
rise, due to a famine so distressing as to 
appeal to the sympathy and charity of the 
American people. 

An official in the Agricultural depart- 
ment has recently issued a statement es- 
timating that the farmers of the United 
States will receive for their wheat crop 
this year several hundred millions more 
than they received for last year’s crop, and 
points out the stimulating effect of this 
amount of money on other branches of in- 
dustry. This is another confirmation of the 
arguments made by the bimetallists. 

A large part of this money comes from 
abroad. Wheat is not only higher but more 
of it is being exported. If we had enough 
money in this country an increase in the 
volume would be an injury. 

Proves a Free Silverite Claim. 

If an increase in the volume of money, 
secured by the exportation of higher wheat, 
gives cause for rejoicing, is it not evidence 
that we now have an insufficient quantity?

The department official has also con- 
tributed to our cause by emphasizing the 
benefits received by other industries from 
the farmers’ prosperity. 

The President during the last campaign 
gave utterance to a very effective phrase 
when he suggested the opening of the wills 
instead of the mints, but he was answered 
by the statement that the mills would open 
if the people were able to buy the products 
of the mills. When a government official 
points out the advantages accruing to the 
country from the fact that the farmers have 
several hundred millions of additional 
money to spend in paying debts and buying 
merchandise he strengthens the position 
taken by bimetallists. 

If the rise in wheat will enable the farm- 
ers to pay their interest more promptly and 
have money left to buy merchandise, how 
much greater would be the general benefit 
if the rise extended to all agricultural prod- 
ucts? 

Demand for Merchandise Less. 


In calculating the political effect of a rise 
in wheat it must be remembered that the 
farmers were threatened with foreclosure 
during the last campaign, and that a con- 
siderable part of the money received from 
wheat will be employed in paying off mort- 
gages. Thus intimidation will be some- 
what restricted, but the demand for mer- 
chandise will be less than it would be under 
ordinary circumstances. The reasons given 
above for believing that bimetallists will 
find encouragement rather than discour- 
agement in present conditions are the same 
which have been given by other advocates 
of bimetallism. Those who advocate free 
coinage may be wrong, but they agree upon 
the principles which underlie the money 


question, and they are not likely to be fright- 
ened away from their position by events 
which enforce their arguments. 

The law of supply and demand explains 
the fall in silver as well as the rise in wheat. 
To what extent the fall in silver may have 


bullion I cannot say. It would: 
for the bears to run the price of Tr 
to some extent, just as then sometimes Ie: 
er the price of grain, and it be much 
easier to manipulate the silver market, be- 
cause both the demand and supply are more 
limited than the demand or supply of grain; 
but, without considering the effect of spee- 
ulation, both legislation and circumstances 
have tended to lessen the price of silver. 
The action of Japan has lessened the de- 
mand for silver, and the United States has 
not yet made sufficient progress towards 
international bimetallism to strengthen the 
market. Added to this, the short wheat 
crop in silver- using countries has lessened 
the demand for silver for the purchase 
wheat. 
For many years the price of wheat kept 
company with the price of silver. I do not 
mean to say that the fluctuations were al- 
ways simultaneous, but they were measura- 
bly so. This relation between silver and 
wheat was commented upon by Mr. Rusk, 
Secretary of Agriculture. In his report of 
1890, page 8, he said: “The recent legisla- 
tion looking to the restoration of the bi- 
metallic standard of our currency and the 
consequent enhancement of the value of il - 
ver have unquestionably advanced the price 
of wheat in Russia and India, and in the 
same degree reduced their power of compe- 
tition. English gold was formerly ex- 
changed for cheap silver, and wheat pur- 
chased with the cheaper metal was sold in 
Great Britain for gold. Much of this ad-

India had free coinhge, and the wheat 
growers of the United States had to meet 
the competition by reducing the price of 
wheat as the price of silver fell. 

In 1893 free coinage was suspended in 
India, so that British purchasers could no 
longer have their silver converted into 
rupees. The Indian government, bowever’ 
(according to the report issued by the Di- 
rector of the United States Mint in 1504), 
undertook to furnish foreign rupees in ex- 
change for £1 sterling (gold). This fixed 
the ratio at about 24 to 1, and gives the 
Indian farmer an advantage of about 50 
per cent over the American farmer. 

Need Cause No Dismay. 

The fact that silver and wheat have part- 
ed company will cause no dismay to those 
who understand that the law of supply. 
and demand regulates the price of both. 
It is the contention of bimetallists that the 
opening of our mints to the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 will fix a mint price for silver, just as 
a mint price is now fixed for gold, They 
further contend that the demand thus cre- 
ated by law will be sufficient to utilize all 
the silver presented, and thus the bullion 
value will be raised to the coinage value.

HB record for the longest term among 
Justices of the United States Supreme 
| Court has been set at a new mark. 
Justice Stephen J. Field has served 
longer on the bench of the highest 
¢ribunal in the land than any man preceding 


record that Justice Field had to best 
gttain that distinction belonged to Chief 
Justice Marshall, who went on the bench 
Jan. 31, 1801, and served until his death, 
July 6, 1835. Thirty-four years five months 
and six ~~ was the record of Chief Justice 


For nearly a dozen years ambitious lawyers 
who desired to get on the Supreme Bench 
have reminded Justice Field that he had 
reached the age when he could ask to be 
retired. But Justice Field has never thought 
of resigning, and does not think of it now. 
He is in his 82d year, but he is still in the 
prime of intellectual strength. 

No American, living or dead, bas a more 

ble history than Justice Stephen J. 
Field. He was the son of David Dudley Field, 
a Congregational minister of New England, 
and Submit Dickinson Field. 

One of the sisters of Justice Field married 
the Rev. Jonathan Brewer, and a New Eng- 
land missionary society that was intereated 
in educating young Grecian giris sent Mr. 
Brewer and his wife to Smyrna. 
had just thrown off the Turkish yoke, and 
Henry Clay's speeches in behalf of that suf-

Mayor. He was also made a justice of the 
peace, and the maintenance of law and order 
was in his hands.

For Judge Field’s services to the unton he 
was made a-United States Supreme Court 
Justice by President Lincoln in 1863. 

An attempt was made to assassinate Judge 


Field by means of an infernal machine in 


1865. A torpedo was sent through the mail 
to him in a miniature case. The Judge part- 
ly opened it, and then, his suspicions being 
aroused, he placed it in a pail of water and 
had it examined at the Washington arsenal. 
It contained enough explosive to kill a dozen 
men, and had evidently been sent to him by 
certain squatters who had been Cispossessed 
in the Pueblo cases in which the Judge ren- 
dered the decision. 

The last of many times this remarkable, 
lion-hearted. man faced death without flinch- 
ing was in 1889, when at attempt was made 
on his life by Judge David S. Terry and his 
wife. Judge Terry was counsel for Sarah 
Althea Hill, who claimed to be the wife of 
Senator Sharon, and sought to establish a 
claim to his millions by means of a divorce. 
Field and Terry had known each other in the 
West. During the divorce proceedings the 
Hill woman had married Judge Terry. The 
cave was carried up, and finally canie before 


verse to Mrs. Hill, and Judge Terry arose in 
court and denqunced the Judge. He attempt- 
ed to assault him, as did also his wife, but 
they were overpowered and disarmed. The 
Judge had a dirk and his wife a revolver. 
He sentenced Terry to three months im jail 
and Mrs. Hill to one month. 

When he came out of jail Judge Terry again 
threatened to take the life of Justice Field. 
When Justice Field visited California Deputy 
Marshal Nagle was ordered to travel with 
the Judge and protect him. At the waiting 
station at Lathrop Judge Terry assaulted 
Justice Field, and Nagle shot him dead. 
Terry's wife then rushed in with a pistol and 
had to be disarmed. 


Giant Tortoise of Aldabra—Some In- 
teresting Facts of Natural 
: History. 


Mr. Walter Rothschild has procured for 
this country, and installed in the Zodlogical 
society's collection, the oldest living creature 
in the world. It is one of the giant tortoises 
of Aldabra, sufficiently remarkable for its 
size, for it weighs a quarter of a ton, but 
even more interesting from the record of its 
age. This gives it a known life of 150 years, 
with the unknown increment of its age pre- 
vious to its transportation to the Island of 
Mauritius. It is, we believe, the same tor- 
toise which was mentioned in the treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and France when the 
island was ceded by the former country in 
1810, and has therefore changed its status 
four times in a century and a half as a na- 
tional heirloom. . 

In the Bishop’s garden at Peterborough 
one died in 1821 which was said to have ex- 
ceeded 220 years. The Lambeth tortoise, 
which was introduced into the garden by 
Archbishop Laud about the year 1625, and 
died in 1783, owing to some neglect of the 
gardener, lived in its last situation 128 
years. In 1833 Sir Charles Colville, Gov- 
ernor of Mauritius, sent to the Zodlogical 
Gardens a tortoise weighing 285 pounds. It 
was four feet four inches long, and had been 
in Mauritius for sixty-seven years. The ex- 
act period was known, for this tortoise was 
brought to that island from the Seychelles 
in 1766 by the Chevalier Marion du Fresne.

BRYAW ON DOLLAR WHEAT. 


a letter from William J. Bryan concerning 
the advance in the price of wheat and the 
fall in the price of silver. His explanation 
is, in brief, that “ wheat has risen because 
the foreign crop has been exceedingly 


demand explains the fall in silver as well 
as the rise in wheat.” 

This is 1 new discovery on Bryan’s part. 
When the Republicans and sound money 
Democrats were contending last year that 
the price of wheat had fallen chiefly be- 
cause the supply exceeded the demand, and 
also because the cost of production and 
transportation had been reduced, Bryan 
and his followers declared that that was 
They insisted that wheat 
brought less because silver brought less in 
gold. They contended that wheat and sil- 
ver were linked together so closely that an 
ounc® of silver always exchanged for the 
same quantity of wheat. 

They contended that if silver were re- 
monetised” it would be more valuable, 
and therefore the farmer would get more 
for his wheat. And they insisted also that 
when silver fell a genera! fall ensued in the 
prices of all commodities, They have been 
compelled to abandon that position, and they 
say now that wheat has gone up and silver 
gone down because there is not enough of 
the one and too much of the other. 


words his abandonment of his old position. 
He labors to convince himself that “ the rise 
in wheat will ald rather than injure the 
cause of bimetallism.” He means, f 
course, the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, which, he falsely calls bi- 
metalllam.“ 

He admits that the American wheat 
raisers are getting much more for their 
crops than they did last year, and then pro 
ceeds to minimize and run down the benefits 
they are reaping. He suggests that if they 
get more for their grain wage workers will 
have to pay more for their bread. Being 
ignorant, apparently, of the general ad- 
vance in prices of agricultural products, he 
asks the farmers if it would nét be better 
for them if they received higher prices for 
all their products besides wheat. 

Then he assures the wheat raisers that 
unless the Republican party will guarantee 
continual famines in India “ the price of

Then, when “ wheat re- 
turns to the level of the last few years,” 
the farmers will become discontented 
again, Bryan thinks, and will vote for him 
and his dishonest monetary principles. 
Thus Bryan insinuates that the wheat 
raisers ought to be ashamed of themselves 
for profiting by higher prices, which he 
alleges -are due to famine, and that the 
consumers ought to find fault because flour 
costs them more. He declares that what 


| he desires is not a “ spasmodic rise in the 


price of one commodity, but a general ad- 
vance in prices, “ due to an increased quan- 
tity of money.” 

That is to say, he wants a general nom- 
mal advance in prices through the substitu- 
tion of 89-cent dollars for 100-cent dollars, 


| He does not want an advance in prices 
which is due to an increased demand for 


products, bit which will be due to the 
qhoting of prices in a currency debased 
60 per cent. 

Bryan assumes in his quibbling, sneering, 
ea viling sthtement that wheat has advanced 
in price because of short crops elsewhere, 
while nothing else has advanced; that this 
is the only cause of the manifest improve 
ment in business; and that presently the 
country will drop back into hard times and 
lend a favoring ear to Bryanism. 

The rise in wheat is only one of the causes 
of better times. The new tariff law has 
had much to do with them, for it has re- 
stored confidence in all business and indus- 
trial circles. It has set a million idle men 
at work making commodities or erecting 
buildings and earning wages. The capacity 
of the country to consume commodities has 
been increased. There has been a more 
abtive demand for the things men eat and 
wear and use. As a consequence there has 
| been a general, advance in prices—an ad- 
vance which Bryan ignores. 

That advance is not prejudicial to the 
wage worker, because his income is rising. 
Where the wage rates have not advanced 
the amount of labor to be done has in- 
creased. The men who worked on half 
time are working on full time now.

NO EXPOSITION THIS YEAR. 


The business-men whe have been discuss- 


ing the question of holding an industrial 
exposition or a carnival in this city next 
month have decided to drop the project. 
The most that will be done this year will be 
to have on the 9th of October a grand in- 
dustrial parade, with as many interesting 
features as possible. 

This is a wise conclusion. There is not 
time enough in which to get up an exposi- 
tion or a carnival which would be credita- 
ble to the city. Even if there were more 
time to spare it is doubtful whether a satis- 
factory “carnival” could be organized. To 
give a show of that kind which shall not 
be ridiculous a special kind of ability is 
required, and it may be that there is much 
of itin Chicago. Nothing of that sort ever 
has been attempted here. 


But there should be an industrial exposi- 


tion every fall, similar to those which were 
held yearly from 1873 down to the time 


when the old Exposition Building on the 


lake front was torn down. Those exposi- 
tions wer far inferior in extent and at- 
tractiveness to those which Chicago enn 
give now, and yet they were of inestimable 
benefit. They were popular with Chicago- 
ans and very popular with the country visit- 
ors. They brought merchants and trade to 
the city. 

The business-men of Chicago understand 
that fully, and they are consulting their 
own interests in resolving to take up this 
question of annua! expositions with a view 
to having one next year. That will give 
abundant time for making all the prelimi- 
nary arrangements in a satisfactory way. 
It will give those who desire to exhibit 
time in which to make their preparations. 

Some day there will be, no doubt, a grand 
public building on the lake front, north of 
Monroe street, to be used for exposition 
and other purposes, No more central and 
convenient site can be found. But the 
Coliseum is large enough to answer all ppr- 
poses, and next year an industrial exposi- 
tion, the first of a long series, should be held 
there. The business-men, who have deter- 
mined wisely not to try to get up hurriedly 
an unsatisfactory exposition for this year, 
will concentrate their efforts in 1808.

Asa 
comparison, however, between the customs 
of parents in this country and foreign coun- 
tries her article is decidedly interesting and 
instructive and summarizes the results of 
hereditary influences with admirable pre- 
cision. | 

Her first arraignment of the American 
father is based on his “ fond gentleness of 
rule,” which too often becomes reckless 
indulgence. In the early development of 
the country this disposition had a logical 
sequence in divesting the parent of a sense 
of responsibility as soon as the boy began 
to earn his own living. It worked well, 
then, for it resulted in breading the most 
precocious, self-reliant, vigorous, irreverent 
race the earth has yet seen.“ The youth 
set down in the stream of life and told to 
paddle his own canoe found abundant re- 
sources on every side waiting only his in- 
dustry to yield himarichreturn. But Miss 
Bisland sees a change in the conditions 
which makes such a parental course at this 
time extremely dangerous to the son, For 
instance, she declares it is almost the uni- 
versal custom in America today for 
parents “to spend upon the luxuries and 
pleasures of the family the whole income. 
The children are educated according to 
this standard of expenditure and are ac- 
customed to all its privileges. No thought 
is taken of the time when they must sei up 
households for themselves. The parents 
remark cheerfully that they themselves be- 
gan in a small way and it will do the young 
people no harm to acquire a similar * 
rience.“ 

Here is the basis of Miss Bisland’s first 
charge of parental selfishness, The parents 
forget that their children have been edu- 
cated to a much higher standard of ease 
than that of their own early life, These 
children set adrift in the world do not find 
the ready resources which awaited their 
parents. They, moreover; have been un- 
fitted for hard struggle by the unthinking 
indulgence which they ha vp enjoyed during 
the formative peri@d in their lives. Their 
parents have enjoyed spending their in- 
comes. It satisfied a selfish sense of pleas- 
ure to deny themselves nothing and to deny 
nothing to their children. And they could 
go comfortably to their death leaving noth- 
ing in worldly goods behind and serenely 
thinking they had been good fathers be- 
cause of their extreme liberality to their 
families, Miss Bisland sums up this situa- 
tion when she says: 


The results of the system are crystallized in 
the American saying: There are but three 
generations from shirt sleeves to shirt sleeves.“ 
The man who acquires wealih spends what he 
makes. His children, brought up in luxury, 
struggle unsuccessfully against conditions to which 


they are unused, and the grandchildren begin in 


their shirt sleeves to toil for the wealth dissi- 
pated by the two preceding generations.

BUSINESS STILL IMPROVING. 
Reports of the commercial agencies for 
the last week give evidence of continued 
prosperity in all branches of business, with 
an unprecedented increase in the volume of 
trade for the month of August. For the 
first time during the present year the av- 
erage settlements through the ‘clearing- 
houses exceeded those of the corresponding 
month of 1592, proving the relative growth 
of financial transactions, while wholesale 
merchants report their business for the 
month the largest on record. Of eighty- 
one American cities reporting bank clear- 
ings all but seventeen showed an increase 
as compared with the previous year, the 
average being over 86 per cent. In the 
volume of its financial transactions Chicago 
came next to New York, leading Boston and 
Philadelphia and nearly quadrupling St. 
Louis. 
An encouraging feature of the reports is 
the marked decrease in the volume of lia- 
bilities of failing firms, the average being 
nearly 71 per cent lower than that of Au- 
gust, 1896, and proportionably less than for 
any previous year of which records have 
been kept. In spite of some irregularity 


grain trade has continued, with a general 
tendeney to advance in prices. A similar 
activity is reported in manufacturing 
branches, especially in iron and steel, while 
the railroads are generally crowded to their 
full capacity with freights. 

The conclusion of the long coal miners’ 
strike, now believed to be close at hand, 
cannot fail to infuse new life into every 
department of trade, and the next two 
months promise to surpass all others in. 
activity aud volume of business. 


EXTRAVAGANCE OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Board of Education, in its annual re- 
port just issued, makes some extraordinary 
demands. The Superintendent sets forth 
that the city needs forty-one new school 
buildings, which will cose $2,545,000, ‘To 
meet this want he coolly proposes that the 
city shall borrow $2,000,000, and then that 
an additional tax of $1,500,000 shall be 
levied for the purchase of sites and for 
building schoolhouses to provide for the 
annual increase of the city’s population. 
Of course this recommendation will not be 
earried out, because it cannot be. It is not 
only impracticable but impossible, as Tun 
TRIBUNE has shown over and over again. 
But the demand is none the less extrava- 
gant and opposed to every consideration of 
economy. 

Over two and a half millions for new 
school buildings for one year are called for. 
The sites will cost from one and a half to 
two millions more, making in all four mil- 
lions, to which must be added the cost of 
teachers, fuel, repairs, janitors, engineers, 
fads, and the decorations of education. 
The cost of furnishing a primary cducation 
to half the youths of Chicago over 6 and 
under 15 years of age exceeds the entire 
cost of the municipal government to the 
taxpayers, special assessments not included. 
In other words, the total cost of the schools, 
with the new schoolhouses and lots, is rush- 
ing up to near eight millions a year for a 
little over 200,000 children for forty weeks 
of five days per week and five hours per 
day. If the board is given all it asks the 
expense per capita of the children who at- 
tend the schools will exceed $40, 
while in the country the cost is perhaps 
one-third as much. 


tween the ages of 6 and 15 can be induced to 
attend the public schools. The other half 
goes to Catholic parochial schools, private 
schools, or no schools at all. Considerable 
money is also spent upon truant children, 
with poor results except to thoge who have 
fastened themselves on the board as truant 
catchers at good salaries. It is needless to 
reiterate how much money is wasted upon 
high priced Superintendents, many of whom 
do not guperintend; upon special teachers, 
who in nine cases out of ten do not earn 
their salaries; and upon fads which only 
take up the time which should be given to 
the fundamental branches which are abso- 
lute necessities in the life equipment of 
pupils. If the Board of Education must 
have more money let it get the money by 
lopping off useless expenditures and cut- 
ting down on those which are purely ex- 
travagant. Let it provide more of the 
solid, actual necessities and less of the 
mere decorations of education, which are 
of no use to the immense majority of pupils 
who never get beyond the grammar grades. 
Or are retrenchment and reform impossi- 
ble in the publie school system of Chicago? 


THE STRIKE PRACTICALLY SETTLED, 

A basis of settlement of the coal miners’ 
strike, which has been in progress since 
July 4 last, has been reached by the confer- 
ence of representatives of the United Mine 
Workérs and of the mineowners at Colum- 
bus, O., and will be submitted to a confer- 
ence. of operatives to be held af the same 
place on Wednesday next. The terms of 
agreement, as stated in a circular of the 
miners’ representatives, are as follows; 

A straight price of 66 cents a ton, to continue 
in force until the end of the year, with the addi- 
tional mutual understanding that a joint meeting 
of operators and miners shall be held in Decem- 


ber, 1807, for the purpose of determining what the 
rate of mining shall be thereafter. 


This plan was accepted in preference to 
an alternative proposition submitted by the 
mine operators, which contemplated a re- 
sumption of work at a rate of 64 cents per 
ton, with submission to arbitration of the 
fixing of a permanent rate between 60 and 
69 cents. While the fact that the fixed 
rate was accepted insures the opening up 
of the mines without delay for the re- 
mainder of the year, it indicates that the 
miners’ representatives had little hope of 
securing a permanent advance beyond tbe 
rate named by the operators’ committee. 
As it is, it offers a distinct advantage to 
the miners, inasmuch as it is equivalent to 
an advance of 11 cents per ton in the Pitts- 
burg district, with about five cents in IIli- 
nois and other competitive fields. The 
question of the settlement of the scale for 
1898 will come before a joint meeting of 
the miners and operators to be held in De- 
cember next, so the present agreement will 
hold good for less than four months. 

The pending strike has been in operation 
a little over two months, being ordered 
by the officials of the Mine Workers’ union

industries by means of the conference at 
St. Louis a week ago has doubtless been a 
potential factor in bringing about a settle- 
ment at this time. 

The loss inflicted upon various branches 
of business pending the strike has been im- 
mense. That of the strikers themselves is 
estimated at fifteen and three-quarters 
millions dollars, while the minegwuers have 
lost one million in profits and the railroads 
nearly five millions tu freights, to say noth- 
ing of heavy losses to storekeepers in conse- 
quence of the inability of the miners to pay 
bills or make new purchases. These fig- 
ures indicate the expensive character of 
the strike, although it has fortunately been 
free from the destruction of property which 
has too frequently attended similar strug- 
gles over the question of wages in the past. 
The miners have undoubtedly won much 
sympathy for their cause by the law abiding 
spirit and forbearance from violence which 
has generally characterized their conduct 
during the progress of the strike. 


UNION LOOP A NUISANCE, 

The business-men-of Chicago are just 
beginning to realize that the Union loop, 
as at present constructed, is one of the 
greatest nuisances in the city. The great 
iron structure, spread over the heart of 
the business district, could not fail to inter- 
fere seriously with traffic, but it is just being 
appreciated that the construction has been 
arranged so that the interference is much 
more troublesome than was necessary. 

For some reason, variously explained, 
the supporting columns were placed close 
to the middle of the street instead of at or 
inside the curb line. The immediate result 
of this location was to cheapen the cost 
of construction, for the girders could be 
made much shorter. It is alleged also that 
many business houses along the route in- 
sisted on this location of the columns for 
fear if they were wider apart the company 
at some future day would break its promise 
and add two more tracks to the road. Itis 
not so material, now that the damage has 
been done, what was the real cause, The 
one fact is clear that Wabash avenue, 
Lake street, and Fifth avenue have had 
at least half their usefulness ruined by this 
awful mistake. These thoroughfares are 
extensively used by teams and are almost 
always crowded. It is difficult to handle 
the traffic under the most advantageous 
circumstances, but with the center of the 
street taken away from the public the 
difficulty is practically irremediable, Ifthe 
columns of the elevated road had been 
placed along the curb line there would be 
no obstruction to the teams and the streets 
would have been saved to the public. Now 
they are rendered almost useless, and it is 
hard to calculate what will be the actual 
loss to business occasioned by this impedi- 
ment to teaming. 

If economy in construction was the mo- 
tive in placing these columns where they 
are the folly of the move will soon be ap- 
parent. If the time lost by the obstruction 
to traffic could be turned into its equivalent 
in money the sum would pay in a few months 
several times over the cost of building the 
structure with sidewalk supports. 


THE GARBAGE BIDS. 

The bids for the collection and disposal 
of the city garbage under a five-year con- 
tract were printed in.yesterday’s ‘TRIBUNE. 
There are ten of them, and they range from 
$1,251,000 to $3,158,000. That is, they 
range per year from $250,000 to $651,000. 

This year’s appropriation for the collec- 
tion and removal of garbage was $345,000. 
This sum will all be expended in the removal 
—in a slovenly and imperfect way- of gar- 
bage to the suburbs, where it will be piled 
up in heaps to rot away. If for the ex- 
penditure of that or a somewhat larger 
sum the garbage can be removed thorough- 
ly and promptly and disposed of effectively 
by a cremation or a reduction process the 
city will be the gainer lu health and cleauli- 
ness. 

No contract has been awarded and proba- 
bly none will be for some little time. The 
different bids and the responsibility of the 
bidders will have to be examined carefully, 
The largest bid is altogether too high. The 
lowest one may be too low. This bidder, 
like most of the others, intends to use a re- 
duction process. It is well known that a 
certain amount. of money can be made out 
of garbage handled thus. But how much 
can be made out of it in Chicago is a ques- 
tion which cannot be determined accurate- 
ly by what has been done in some other 
cities. 

After the work of garbage reduction has 
been carried on here for five years men 
will be enabled to bid much more closely 
and accurately than they do now. The wide 
divergence in the figures shows that the bid- 
ders are doing a good deal of guessing. 
The lower bidders calculate probably that 
the progress of prosperity will continue_ 
unabated during the next five years, and 
that they will have a constantly improving 
market for the fats, fertilizer, and other 
products of their plants. 

The city authorities must use their best 
judgment in letting the contract. When 
that has been done they must make the 
contractor live up to his agreement. They 
must also see to it that the householders 
live up to the agreements which the city has 
made for them regarding the separation of 
ashes and garbage, so that the contractor 
cannot plead that he was not the first to 
break the contract.

GOMPERS AND DEBS. 

Gompers, the President of the American 
Federation of Labor, explains why he was 
not at the Debs convention at St. Louis 
and why he will not attend the one to be 
held in this city on the 27th inst. The 
call for the St. Louis gathering was is- 
sued tu “organized labor, its various 


‘divisions and subdivisions, and to all re- 


form, social, educational, and scientific 
bodies, who condemn government by in- 
junction.” Gompers states that—- 

Under this call any body of men who are op- 
posed to government by injunction would be én- 
titled to a seat in the convention. In other words, 
persons entirely remote from and having no con- 
nection with labor movements could have been 
in attendance, and by overwhelming numbers 
directed the course, mapped out the polfey, and 

dominated the trade ynion movement, Ag Presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Labor, « re- 
sponsible officer in the trade union movement, I 


Gompers, the trades unionist, saw through 
the schemes of Debs, the drum major of the 
Socialist band, and did not propose to al-

Debs, and he would either — * 


a 8 strike of all the trades, * 
fused to do so. Since then Debs has be- 
come an out-and-out Socialist and has no 
reason to-expect anything from organized 
labor or its representatives. 

Socialism is inimical to trades unionism 
and wishes to destroy it. “ Organized 
labor” is an outgrowth of the existing 
labor system, which system Debs desires to 
destroy. Gompers wants employers to pay 
the highest possible wages for the shortest 
possible number of hours’ work. Debs pro- 
poses to do away altogether with the wage 
system and have the community tell 
each man what to do and give him a stated 
quantity of food and clothing for doing it. 

So when Gompers states that— 


We cannot permit either domination of our 
movement nor the direction of its policy, with 
the possibility of diverting it into irratonal and 
improper channels 


He means that he will not allow “ organ- 
ized labor” to be committed to a demand 
for revolutionary changes which would sub- 
vert the free institutions of the country. 
He means that he is not in favor of the 
confiscation of factories, mills, mines, and 
farms for the benefit of the “ community,” 
governed by Debs and Sovereign and other 
men of that class. 

The aims of socialism and trades-union- 
ism differ so radically that there will be no 
general representation of organised 
labor at the Debs convention of the 27th. 
Its leaders are too smart to be lured into the 
parlor of the spider. 


CHARNLEY’S DEFALCATION. 

The defalcation of church funds by 
Charles M. Charnley, elder of the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church of this city, treasurer 
of its parish benevolent society, and Treas- 
urer also of the National Presbyterian Aid 
for Colleges and Academies society, is one 
of the largest, as it is one of the most com- 
plete, of recent embezzlements in this coun- 
try, and its results are likely to be deplora- 
ble in many respects, both locally and ua- 
tionally. It is a sad blow to the benevolent 
association of the church itself, for no less 
than $26,000 of its funda, which it was sup- 
posed had been applied for purposes of 
charity, are said to have been lost in the 
speculations of this man. 
mated that he has squandered money held 
in trust for personal friends, though this 
is not surprising, for a man who would con- 
vert the contents of the church's poor box 
to his own use would not hesitate to do the 
same by his friends. The hardest blow, 
however, will be felt by the national so- 
ciety for aiding colleges and academies, of 
which Charnley had been Treasurer for 
fifteen years. It ig stated that sixty Fres- 
byterian institutions will be badly crippled 
by this embezzlement and that some of 
them may have to close their doors. The 
whole educational system of the church, 
indeed, may be paralyzed, and it may take 
a long time for it to recover. It is evident 
Charuley at least has dealt it a severe 
blow. 

When the facts in this case are considered 
it is not remarkable that Charnley had an 
easy time of it. The way was clear of every 
difficulty. Absolute but none the less in- 
comprehensible confidence made it possible 
for him to do what he pieased with the 
money in his keeping. He held a high po- 
sition in the church and he traded upon that 
position. He was an elder and apparently 
there was a feeling that an elder could not 
do wrong or go wrong. Consequently 
everything was safe. He apparently left 
nothing undone to emphasize the feeling, 
and thus led the life of a hypocrite all these 
years. The most ordinary precautions, it 
seems, were not taken in his ease. The 


church authorities shielded themselves with | 


no safeguards. True, he was bonded for 

a nominal sum—a mere nothing as com- 
noo with the large sums intrusted to him 
—but even the bond is of such doubtful va- 
lidity that the security company will hard- 
ly care to follow him up. From the present 
outlook, therefore, whatever Charnley has 
taken is irretrievably lost. 

It goes without saying that all this might 
have been avoided, or at least the losses 
might have been minimized, if ordinary pre- 
cautions Had been taken He seems to 
have been implicitly trusted because he 
was an elder, and yet the records show that 
even elders sometimes go wrong when no 
restraints are placed upoa them and the 
safeguards of ordinary business are not in 
use. Charnley was occupying a business 
position, that of handling trust funds, but 
never was a trustee given more latitude. 
It does not appear that he was ever called 
to account or that the church knew how its 
Treasurer stood. It was taken for granted 
all was going right until the inevitable dis- 
closure came. It was a long time coming. 
He had been Treasurer fifteen years. But 
suppose at the end of each year at least the 
church authorities had called upon him to 
show his bank account, the nature of the 
securities, and had called for an itemized 
statement of what he was doing with the 
funds intrusted to him. In that case they 
would have been comparatively safe, But 
so far as is known they did nothing of the 
kind, and the result is they have lost their 
money. The outcome emphasizes the les- 
son that in certain respects the church is 
n affair of this world as well as of the 


other and that it would be better for its 


temporal prosperity if it availed itself of the 
machinery of the world in conducting its 
affairs. The moral of the whole pitiable 
story is that where money is concerned re- 
ligion and fraternal sentimentalism are 


{ doubtful safeguards and overconfidence be- 


comes a terrible temptation even to a specu- 
lating elder.

Country Residence, Now Completed. 
W. B. Conkey has just completed a beau- 

tiful summer home on Macatawa Bay, three 

miles from Holland, after plans drawn by 

George C. Nimmons. It ima departure from 

the accepted plan for country homes, com- 

bining with a residence and beautiful lawns 
and groves, a model farm with all needed 
farm buildings. Cremorne is the name given 
the place, and from a point of luxury, con- 
veniences, and splendid surroundings it far 
surpasses anything in the way of ar- 
chitectual or landscape efforts that have 
emanated from a Chicago architect's ofiice 
for many months. Situated on the pret- 
tlest cove on Macatawa Bay, just three 
miles west of Holland, Mich., a more beau- 
tiful or idea) spot could not have been 
chosen, and Mr. Conkey’s ambition to own 

a country seat in the fullest meaning of 

the term has been well gratified. 

Cremorne is destined to be a country 
place, not of the thoroughly modern sort, 
but more in the nature of the splendid es- 
tates of a century ago, and while thoroughly 
modern as far as conveniences and ap- 
pliances are concerned, will be old fashioned, 
inasmuch as a great part of the several

acres is to be given over to the cultivating 
of orchards and gardening, pastures and 
vineyards, instead of golf links and fox 
races. The modern country seat of the city 
millionaire of today is chiefly conspicuous 
owing to the total absence of anything sug- 
gestive of country.“ and Cremorne has 
proved a pleasing exception to this rule. A 
more thoroughly equipped, a more beauti- 
fully appointed residence and estate can 
hardly be imagined. 

The property contains, beside the land de- 
voted to residence and lawn, nearly seven- 
teen acres of farm land, with orchards and 
vineyards and a few acres to pasturage. 

The residence proper is of old colonial 
style, 50x70 feet, frame, and finished 
throughout with hardwoods and old-fash- 
ioned brick. It will contain twelve rooms, 
all large and high ceilings, the largest of 
which is to be the dining-room, which will 
be 20x30 feet, and which will also, in con- 
junction with the large, old-fashioned par- 
lor, serve as 4 ballroom.

There is a stone lighthousé on the 
point of the stone breakwater, which is 
equipped with a lens light which Mr. Conkey 
will keep burning during the time navigation 
is open. 

The farmhouse, barns, and other out- 
‘buildings ara to be in full keeping with the 
place, and no opportunity has been lost to 
make Cremorne as artistic as possible, or as 
money and pains can make it. 

A large water tower with a capacity of 
3.000 gallons, a hot air engine, and a generous 
icehouse are among the many features of 
Cremorne, while the appointments of the 
“farm” are to be perfect in detail. 

A feature of the water tower will be a 
perfectly appointed dark room for devel- 
oping photographic plates, while a comfort- 
able observatory is also part of the plans. 

The illustration will afford some idea of 
what Architect Nimmons considers an ideal 
country seat, and where Mr. Conkey will 
undoubtedly find his dreams of a perfect 
country seat fulfilled in every particular.

BUSINESS OF USUAL ANTE-HOLIDAY 
EXTENT AND NATURE. 


Liverpool Comes in Unexpectedly 
Steady — Clearances Heaviest in 
Years—No Corn Shipped from Ar- 
gentina—Speculation Transferred 
from Wheat to Coarse Grain—Pre- 
dictions of Hog Cholera Scares— 
Corn Influenced by Weather. 


* 


The trade in all the speculative produce 
markets yesterday was of typical Saturday 
character, with the dullness aggravated by 
the fact that tomorrow will be a holiday. 
The action of the Liverpool market was a 
disappointment: or a surprise, depending 
upon the position of the various traders in 
the market. It did not reflect the decline 
on this side, and at the close the concession 
on futures was only d. The continental 
markets were in line on the strength and 
there was some foreign news of a buliish 
character in the form of press estimates of 
deficiency in supplies of breadstuffs in Great 
Britain and semi-official reports indicating 
that the Russian crop is a poor one, with the 
yield per acre in many places not to exceed 
four bushels. All the statistics were bull- 
ish. Clearances of wheat and flour were 
larger than for any like period since 1801, 
and during four weeks the equivalent of 
21,000,000 bu has cleared from this country. 
The Argentine shipped no wheat again, and 
what was more remarkable reported no 
shipment of corn. A year ago the Argen- 
tine shipments were 104,000 bu of Wheat 
and 1,824,000 bu of corn. Northwestern re- 
ceipts were 480 cars, against 306 a week ago 
and 1,117 a year ago. For the week the two 
principal Northwestern markets had 2,731 
cars, against 1,641 cars the previour week 
and 6,102 cars the corresponding week last 
year. St. Louis was credited with some 
selling of May wheat at the opening. 


Advance Right at the Opening. 


First quotations were the best of the day 
and showed an advance over night of 1c. 
The most noteworthy feature from a specu- 
lative standpoint is the dullness of trade. 
Speculation has now moved over into corn 
and there is a general feeling that unless 
the foreign demand becomes continuous and 
urgent the clique with its holdings will find 
the lack of short sellers who will stand in 
any punishment, embarrassing in case it de- 
cides to realize. From 944%c December wheat 
sold down to 93%4c..:Brokers for the clique 
did a little trading in and out of the market 
and it was pit gossip that the clique was 
willing te buy at 93% and under and to sell 
above that figure. Local receipts were 313 
cars, against 95,000 bu inspected out of 
store. The cash market was quiet with a 
fairly good demand from milling sources. 

Provisions were quiet, but fairly firm. 
Fluctuations until the last half hour were 
within the narrowest line of ranges. High 
prices were made right at the opening, while 
the closing figures were the lowest of the 
session and a shade below the last prices 
of Friday. White was credited with buy- 
ing and Steever with selling lard. George 
Stone was also a seller of lard. Receipts of 
hogs were 15,000, with the price 5c lower. 
The principal markets of the West had 
6,000 more than for the same day last year. 
Some of the people in the trade are predict- 
ing.that cholera stories will soon begin to 
find thelr way here. During the period be- 
tween the commencement of feeding new 
corn and the first good freeze the trade 
manages to have a number of cholera 
scares. 

Corn a Weather Market. 


Corn was a firm market, and at no time dur- 
ing the session did prices fall below the 
closing point of the day before. Trade, 
however, was in nowhere such volume as 
during the earlier days of the week. One 
of the strengthening features was the Mis- 
souri State report, which put the estimate 
on that crop at from 170,000,000 to 180,000,- 
000 bu. The outside figure was 20,000,000 bu 
less than the crop of 1896, and 70,000,000 bu 
under the yield of 1895. Messages were on 
the floor to the effect the Nebraska report, 
due early in the week, would suggest about 
80 per cent of a crop, and that Kansas 
would be even lowér. On hews of this kind 
the December delivery was run up to 32%c 
at the opening, as against a close at 32% c, 
but the top figure was not quite sustained. 
In addition to bad crop and weather reports 
the market received some strength from the 
fact Argentine receipts were nothing, against 
1,824,000 bu for the corresponding week last 
year. Congdon was about the best buyer, 
while the bulk of the big selling was done 
by Barrett and Pringle. Receipts were only 
1,645 cars, where 1,900 had been estimated. 
For the week the receipts have been 8,183,- 
486 bu and the shipments 5,620,000 bu. East- 
ern clearances yesterday were 500,500 bu, 
with charters here for 800,000 bu. Samples 
were steady and fairly active.

Receipts for the Week Far Ahead of 
Last Year. 


Last week was a busy one in California fruits, 
the receipts having been 89 cars. For the corre- 
sponding week last year they were N cars. There 
was an auction five days only, no sale taking place 
yesterday, owing to the fact that it was a short 
day and fruit would have to be carried over till 
tomorrow. All the week there was a large supply 
of Itallan and silver prunes from Washington, 
Oregon, and Idaho, selling at 40@75c per half 
crate. Pears are now plentiful from Oregon, 
Washington, Utah, and California, and prices 
have ranged downward from $1.60 to $1.00. Grapes 
are in only moderate supply and bring fair prices. 
Malagas have generally sold at $1.25, while Tokays 
and Muscats ranged from $1.25@1.50. The outlook 
for the coming week is for heavy receipts except 
on prunes, the low — for which will to a large 
extent stop the shipments. Grapes and aches 
will run about the same as last week. The Earl 
com reports having already sold within 90 
per cent as much stuff so far this season as all last 
season put together, when auction sales were con- 
tinued to Dec. 13.

Possible Explanation of Their Numbers 
Suggested by an Official 
Statement. 


For many years, indeed since the close of 
the civil war, it has been a standing joke 
among the paragraphers and in variety the- 
aters that the Confederate army was com- 
posed almost wholly of staff officers, and that 
the number of Colonels distributed through- 
out the South and in the States of the South- 
west was materially greater than the num- 
ber of male adult civillans. It is certainlya 
fact, as all travelers attest, that there are 
more Colonels, Majors, and Generals in the 
Southern than in the Northern States, and 
this is a fact, despite what is a matter of 
general knowledge, too, that the Southern 
army was materially smaller throughout the 
war than the Northern forces. 

An explanation of the apparent anomaly 
has recently appeared in a statement which 
shows in detail that the number of Southern 
officers was relatively larger than the num- 
of Northern officers during the civil war. 
The official Confederate army list shows one 
General-in-Chief, Robert E. Lee, and seven 
full Generals, as follows: Cooper, Albert Sid- 
ney Johnston, Beauregard, Joseph E. John- 
ston, Smith, Bragg, and Hood. The number 
of Lieutenant Genérals in the Confederate 
army, Stonewall Jackson, Hill, Early, Buck- 
ner, Wade Hampton, and Gordon among 
them, was nineteen, and there were besides 
200 Brigadier Generals. This was very much 
larger than the army roll in respect of staff 
officers on the Union side at a corresponding 
period. Before the establishment of the of- 
fice of Lieutenant General there were four 
Major Generals and eleven Brigadier Gen- 
erals in the regular army and twenty Major 
Generals and 150 Brigadier Generals in the 
volunteer service. There was, correspond- 
ingly a larger number of Colonels and Ma- 
jors in the Southern than in the Northern 
army, and the reason for this was to be: 
found in the fact that the commands of 
Southerners were generally | 
more widely separated. The Northern 
forces constituted the attacking army. The 
Southern forces, after the battle of Gettys- 
burg, were on the defensive, and much of 
the conflict which continued during the clos- 
ing years of the strife was, so far as the 


Southern men were engaged in it, of a de- 


sultory, guerrilla character. The services

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THREE UNUSUAL ANIMAL PETS. 


Tortoise, Panther, and Bulldog, All 
Remarkable in Their Sev- 
eral Ways. | 


Three pets of unusual sorts have recently 
attracted to themselves the attention of ani- 
mal lovers and curiosity seekers. 

The most remarkable of them is the giant 
tortoise, lately presented to the London 
** Zoo” by the Hon. Walter Rothschild. The 
big turtle is a native of the Aldabran group, 
lying midway between Cape Amber, the 
most northerly point of Madagascar, and 
— Mr. Rothschild bought it from 

a family in Mauritius, whose ancestors im- 
ported it from Aldabra, and in whose pos- 
session it has been for the last century anda 
half. The date of its birth is unknown, but 
experts are of opinion that it is nearer 300 
than 200 years old. There is nothiag in ite 
appearance or bearing to suggest advancing 
age. On the contrary, the sight of its fa- 
vorite morsel, a carrot, stimulates it to posi- 
tive alertness, and, though disinclined to 
often avail itself of the opportunities fer ex- 
ercise and récreation offered by the paddock 
and tank within the house, it is the most ani- 
mated of the residents. 5 

The tortoise weighs 560 pounds, measures 
5 feet 6 inches from head to tail over the 
curve of the carapace, and is said to be the 
largest now in existence. As the number of 
these creatures has been greatly reduced of 
— years by crews whose vessels visit the 

eise’s uninhabited home for the express 
* pose of catching the monsters, it is likely 
that there are none larger in a wild state. 

A less peculiar but more lively pet is an 
Indian panther, which has been brought up 
from a kitten by its owner and has Gevei- 
oped. into what might be called an expanded 
edition of house cat. The animal was one of 
triplets and was discovered under a hedge 
in the district of South Arcot, India. It 
was in an emaciated condition, but a plenti- 
ful supply of fresh milk and fish made a 
different animal of it in a short time. It 
now thrives on slightly cooked mutton and 
water, and has never eaten raw meat, which 
may account for its gentieness, It travels 
with its master all over the district of South 
Arcot. 

While hardly to be classed as a queer pet, 
except perhaps for its peculiar style of 
beauty, the fact that a large price—§2,000— 
has recently been offered the English d 
fancier, Mr. Sam Woodiwiss, for his bu 
doz, Champion Baron Sedgemere, and re- 
fused, has called attention to the dog anew.

In the three streets where~ the. great 
nuisance existe—Wabash avenue, Lake 


serious trouble in trying to cross the right 
of way of the Union loop, and hay wagons 
have often been obliged to give up the at- 
tempt in disgust. But of course the great- 
est drawback to teaming is the posts-set 
in the street. 

With a space scarcely more than ten feet 
wide on each side between the curb and 
the line of columns, and with the uprights 
as near together as thirty-five feet, it is 
evident that there is room for only one 
team at a time between a post and the side- 


walk, and small chance for a heavy dray 


to turn out or into the narrow passage- 
way afforded. For this reason one horse 
and wagon standing alongside a curb 
throws its third of the street out of use 
for the space of a block. And where teams 
remain along the sidewalk. on both sides 
of the way the entire traffic is crowded 
to the street car tracks in the center. Here, 
if the number of ‘wagons, and electric cars 
is at all great, a solid procession is formed,

Also, at times, digging and repairs in the 
street add to the straitened circumstances 
of the unfortunate city drivers. 

Wabash avenue has the lightest team 
traffic of the three streets, and the circum- 
stance is most fortunate for it on account 
of the great fiumber of cable trains run- 
ning. 

Nuisance in Wabash Avenue. 

Between Madison and Randolph streets, 
in Wabash avenue, an unusual condition of 
the car tracks exists. Owing to the fact 
that the two lines there are parts of loops 
the cars are forced into a left hand running. 
This fact most of the drivers know and re- 
member, but now and then a heavy load 
will take the right hand track by mistake 
and, hampered by the lines of iron posts 
and the gqneral narrowness of the way, 
there usually ensues a blockade which ends 
in a fight or police protection. This condi- 
tion exists up to Randolph street, where 
the Wabash avenue street car line makes 
another dangerous turn, missing the side 


posts by a distance considerably less than 
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street, and Fifth avenue the iron columns 
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of the roadway are cut off by standing 
teams and the travel is relegated to the 
central processions of vehicles in the mid- 
dle. Then, when the great intersection of 
State street and Lake street is reached, the 
driver’s woes are mountainous. 

Ruins State Street Corner. 

State street, with its great width, would 
have made a most comfortable intersection 
with Lake street, in spite of the two curves 
of. car tracks there, had not great iron 
sheathed posts been placed in the middle 
parts of the-open space. As it is, what 
with the constant streams of teaming in- 
tersecting at right angles, and the two busy 
street car lines making oblique : plunges 
into the struggling maze of drivers, horses, 
and vehicles, the place is scarcely safe for 
a human being and is the center of endless 
delays, difficulties, and damage. 

Beyond State street again the old pro- 
cession forms, which proceeds by jerks and 
intervals in soul trying circumstances, 
From this point west the electric cars are

In a 
count made for Tus SUNDAY Trisune dur- 
ing half an hour at the corner of Wash- 
ington street and Fifth avenue the average 
pasage of vehicles of all descriptions per 
minute was a little over fifteen, or at the 
rate of seventy-seven each five minutes, 
This means practically as fast as they can 
get by each other, for when the number of 
wagons on the scene increased too greatly 
the rate of their passage fell off propor- 
tionately. In other words, there are prac- 
tically as many teams on hand at this corner 
during the business hours of the day as 
can get through. What the result would be 
if the teaming of the city increased 25 per 
cent makes an interesting question. 

The rate of movement at Clark and Lake 
streets is à trifle faster than at Fifth ave- 
nue and Washington street, being about 
eighteen « minute, or eighty-eight every 
five minutes. This is due to the square

ed by the posts into the center of the street. 
Altogether our actual loss by reason of

It Hurts Bis Business.

with the Union loop. It has greatly di- 


minished the retail business of his firm, it 
delays and obstructs the company’s teams, 
and it interferes with his own personal 
convenience, he declares. And all these 
results are caused by the placing of the 
posts. Said Mr. Booth: 

“The Union loop structure has undoubt- 
edly. damaged the merchants along the 
streets which it occupies most consider- 
ably. Whether the business houses a block 
or two away have profited a like amount 
or not I do not. pretend to say, though L 
doubt it. The greater part of the injury 
is caused by the frightful congestion ef 
traffic along the loop streets caused by 
the way in which the supports are placed. 
This prevents people with wagons from 
trading here when they can find other stores 
much more readily accessible by team. We 
estimate that our retail trade has fallen off 
on account of this more than 25 per cent 
since the Union loop was built. 

“Any one can see for himself that a great

be correct; your atmosphere; your play of 
light and shade must be painted from 
nature. You must, therefore, make up your 
mind to observe as the first condition of 
fiction. 

Next, you must remember that no one 
can succeed in fiction who has not the power 
of grip.“ You must be able to hold your 
audience. It is impossible to teach how that 
can be done. But the first outward and visi- 
bie sign of it is generally, not always, dra- 
matic situation and dramatic dialogue, 

Thirdly—Let your subject be strong, ad- 
mitting of dramatic situation. 

Fourthly—Let your characters be clear and 
distinct. Do not aim at the portraiture of 
subtle and many sided characters. They 
may come later, or they may-not. Let your 
characters be clearly intelligible, and always 
true to themselves in their action and in their 
dialogue. 

Fifthly—Take care not to weaken your 
page by long descriptions. Aim at describ- 
ing all that is necessary in a few touches 
and the rest in dialogue. 

Sixthly—Plan out your narrative for a 
certain length in a certain number of chap- 
ters. If the plot is simple, with few inci- 
dents, let. your chapters be few and your 
story short. 

Seventhly—Learn to pay attention to style. 
Read the works of the greatest writers and 
observe how their style contributes to the 
interest of the page. But remember that 
style is not everything; that it should be sub- 
servient to the story; and that a great deal 
of what is called style is nothing but fashion. 

There are u great many other rules which 
I could offer, but these may suffice for a be- 
ginning. I do not add to these rules to avoid 
vulgarity; but, indeed, one has to consider 
that danger. A great many of the manu- 
scripts sent to me are deplorably vulgar. 
Even the most vulgar people do not, as a 
rule, desire vulgar writing, though, no doubt, 
some do.

Through it all Schlatter's manner is pe- 
culiar. A man deeply impressed with the 
knowledge of the possession of a mysterious 
power might possibly act as he does. A 
man.who wished to impress others with the 
belief that he possessed such a power certain - 
ly would. But there is a visible attempt to 
act up to his réle and at times the assumed 
dignity is dropped, the faraway look which 
he attempts to hold disappears, and the 
“Divine Healer” becomes an unprepos- 
sessing and commonplace looking man, 
surveying with indifferent contempt the 
crowds of afflicted he is victimizing. 

Certain it is, if the evidence of those who 
knew the Francis Schlatter of Denver 
counts for anything, that the Schlatter of 
Windsor Park is not the man he claims to 
be.

Until he 
came forth as a “healer” he was a shoe- 
maker. Shoemakers, since the wearing of 
shoes began, have been prone to strange 
vagaries: He was to a great extent un- 
educated...

VENICE TO HAVE A RIVAL IN CHICAGO. 
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Such, Anyway, Is the Prediction of Professor G. K. Gilbert of the United States Géological Survey, Whose Pro- 
phetic Eye Sees a Time When hake Michigan Will Rise and Its Waters Will Seek an Outlet 
to the Mississippi— Assurances That There’s No Immediate Danger. 


HICAGO, a future Venice, a city of the lake, with canals for 
streets and gond olas or their equivalent the means of trans- 
portation—this is the recent prediction of a government 
scientist 

It is incidental to another prediction, which sees Chicago 
a submerged city, its b uildings swallowed by the waters and its site 
a part of the bed of a mighty stream pouring from the lakes into the 
Mississippi. . 

Still, there is no need for a hasty flight to the upper stories of 
Chicago buildings, the repajring of the North Clark street pave- 
ment need not cease, and vehicles and horseflesh are yet valuable 
property. For the event is some distance off. It is not booked to 
take place for several centuries at least, and to the Chicagoan of 
the present it need cause no immediate uneasiness. 

The author of the prediction is Professor G. K. Gilbert of the 
United States Geological Survey. Fora number of years Professor 
Gilbert has been watching the waters of the great lakes, taking 
note ot the coming up and the going down of the same. He has ob- 
served them himself and studied the observations of others 
through the records of the government surveys. And from beach 
marks and water records showing the height of the lake waters 
in various years at different points, he has come to the conclusion 
that if a straight line be drawn through the lake region in a direc- 
tion from northeast to southwest, the northern end of that linc 
will be found to rise aix inches in every century and the southern 
end to sink a corresponding amount, 


SAYS LAKES ARE PREPARING FOR A NEW OUTLET. 

From this Professor Gilbert deduces the submerging and final 
destruction of Chicago. The great lakes, he believes, are preparing 
to slop over. The whole district covered by the lakes and their 
tributaries is‘undergoing a change of level. At the northeast it 18 
gradually rising, at the southwest sinking, and he believes it only 
a matter of time before the outlet to the Atlantic will be closed 
and a new one through the basin of the Mississippi opened. 

Slowly, he says, the waters of Lake Huron are sinking away 
from their shores, slowly those of Lake Michigan are rising, and 
the great fresh-water ocean within the bowl of the lakes is 
preparing to overflow its western edge, to the infinite discomfort of 
Chicago and the decided aggrandizement of the Chicago. River. 

For it is in the neighborhood of Chicago that Professor Gilbert 
has located the natural outlet of the overflowing waters. In the 
good old days when strange beasts pursued prehisterie man across 
the plains of Illinois the low marsh which has been filled in to form 
a foundation for the city was part of an old channel, the outlet of 
the glacial lake. The land is still the lowest along Lake Michigan's 
western shore. The waters of the lake, according to Professor Gil- 
bert, are rising at the rate of one inch every ten years, and each 
inch of rise brings them that much nearer to the level of the land 


upgn which Chicago stands. 
DRAINAGE CANAL IN THE LIGHT OF A PROPHESY. 


Back of the city a low divide, through which the drainage canal 
is now being cut, alone séparates the waters of the lake from those 
of the IIlinols River. When the canal is completed and the lake 
begins to discharge its waters into the Illinois for the Illinois to 
carry to the Mississippi and to the gulf, the event will be prophetic 
of the future. It willbe an advance agent of the day when all the 
waters of the lakes will seek an outlet over Chicago’s ruins. Not 
that, in Professor Gilbert's opinion, the drainage canal will have 
anything to do with the matter. It will be merely a forerunner and 
an anticipation of the natural overfiow which he declares is bound to 
come. . 

The trouble will begin when the waters of the lake begin to en- 
croach upon the land. Slowly the Chicago River will lose its char- 
acter of impenetrabilit y. 
stance. Slowly its sluggish character will be changed for.a more 
rapid flow, carrying the waters of the lake to the canal. With the

Then from lake and river the city will be overflowed. 

The old channel which in the past served as the outlet of the gla- 
cial lake will again come into use. Through it Lake Michigan will 
begin the discharge ofits waters into the basin of the Illinois. 
Stately ships will move in slow procession up State and Dearborn 
streets. Yachts bright with bunting will move joyously along 
Michigan avenue. Gay pleasure craft will be moored to the sec- 
ond-story windows ofthe theaters. Heavier-looking craft, broad 
of beam anddumpy, will frequent the alleyways with cargoes of 
merchandise. Rapid delivery’ boats will ply the streets or lie 
before the express offices and big stores. Sleepy A. D. T. messen- 
ger boats will congregate on corners, while their passengers discuss 
the ball game or pitch pennies with corks tied to them.

Far ahead, in the dim dusk of the future, one can s the 


Chicago of that time. The picture is but half defined, yet some 
things are visible. It is a Western Venice. Tall buildings rise in 
stately majesty froma level lake. Their occupants can throw 
anything they want to out of the windows, for it will float away 
and no one can ever learn who did it. Besides, there is no street 
cleaning department td object. Office boys whose emplayera are 
absent are fishing from the windows. Now and then their lines 
become entangled with boats plying below them, or unprincipled 
messenger boys steal their bait. In the streets there is bustle and 
activity. Boats are arriving momentarily at the entrances of the 
office buildings. Some are the regular omnibus boats, carrying a 
number of passengers, others are individual craft. Water bicy- 
cles dart hither and thither through the crowd. Blue-coated po- 
licemen sit on piles placed at the street intersections and direct 
traffic. Trains on the clevated roads pass, only a few feet above 
the water. Newsboys in kegs, the only craft within their means, 
paddle among the boats. It is a damp but insplriting scene. 

This is what Chicago may be in 500 Fears, if it lasts so long 
and Professor Gilbert’s deductions are corectly.made, But in an- 
other 500 years what a transformation! 


PREDICTS A GREAT TOPOGRAPHICAL TRANSFORMATION. 


With the completion of the first 500 years from date Professor Gil- 
bert predicts the great topographical changes which are to alter the 
appearance of the North American continent, and incidentally de- 
stroy Chicago, will begin in earnest. The bed of the old channel of 
the glacial outlet, he says, is now about five feet above the highest 
level of Lake Michigan and eight feet above its mean level. Fivo 
hundred years from now the lake at its high atages will reach the 
level of the channel. At such times the waters will flow south and 
west across the divide to the Mississippi. 

This state of affairs will be bad enough for Chicago, unless Chi- 
cagoans have developed into.amphibians. But the transformation 
into a Western Venice is not all that Professor Gilbert promises 
the city. 
have what is colloquially termed a hard road to hoc.“ 

With the passage of the second 500 years the old glacial outlet of 
the lake will have become a steady outlet again. Then the forma- 
tion of a mighty river flowing down the bed of the Illinois will begin. 
As the region of the lakes, following the plans mapped out for it by 
Professor Gilbert, continues to tip lower and lower at its south- 
western corner, the stream will grow. Then it is that Chicago will 
meet: its final doom. All the foundations in the city will be float- 
ing foundations then. The great buildings will crumble away and 
go down in ruins. Tho little buildings will pop over the edge of the 
divide and go down the Mississippi. The only vestige of the city 
will be gaunt ruins stan ding in a shallow arm of the lake. 

These changes will take some time, but they are only the begin- 


ning of what is promised. 


CHICAGO RIVER IN THE ROLE OF A MIGHTY STREAM. 

After Chicago hus been disposed of the work will go gayly 
forward. Two. thousand years hence, Professor Gilbert says, half 
the water discharged from Lake Huron, Lake Michigan, and Lake 
Erie will find its way seaward through this channel. With the 
progress of time more and more of the waters will seek this outlet. 
Five hundred years later the Niagara River will be merely an in- 
termittent stream, flowing at seasons, at other seasons dry. The 
great cataract will have wasted away to little more than a dribble. 

At the end of three thousand years the change of outlet will be 
completed. Niagara will be dry. The cataract will no longer ex- 
ist, and in its place will be a dark precipice blocking a gloomy 
cafion, through which the water has ceased to flow. But the Chi- 
cago River of that day will be a thing for wonderment ‘The 
waters shut out from the former outlet will be turned to the south 
and west and will seek the Mississippi and the gulf. The land 
surrounding Chicago is so flat that they will spread far and wide. 
An outlet so extensive as to form almost an arm of the lake will 
stretch south and west through Illinois and the topography of 
the whole region will be changed. It is a geographical version of 
the ancient story of the Ugly Duckling,’ and the Chicago River, 
now a thing to be shunned or passed only when one has a bad cold, 
according to Professor Gilbert, may be a subject of amazement to 


future generations.

Professor Stagge’s Chapter. 


It is always an interesting question to Western 
college men to discuss the comparative merit of 
Eastern and Western college teams. The West- 
ern colleges have the same interest in this prob- 
lem that the Eastern universities have in the 
international one. This feeling is not shared at 
all by our Eastern friends, and yet, notwithstand- 
ing this being a one-sided speculation, it has its 
2 and stimulating effect on Western ath- 
et les. 

All of the large Western universities have a 
commendable desire to see Western institutions 
put on an equal footing in athletics with those 
of the East. The best Eastern coaches have been 
sought out and placed in charge of the athletic 
sports, and every pena effort has been made 
to put forth splendid teams. Nothing in the way 
of expense has been spared during the last three 
years to secure good coaches, especially in foot- 

ail, 
This has caused the game to take giant strides 
forward during this period. The teams of this 
last year could have outplayed, by a large margin, 
the teams of four years ago. 

A review of the football season of 1896 in the 


West is the history of ‘the greatest progress yet 


made in this magnificent sport in this section of 


our country. No year has ever furnished the 
widespread interest, the intense rivalry, the ex- 
citing contests, and the highly developed science 


of the game like the last season. 

The fall of 1895 had shown great progress in 
the sport over that of 1 years. The splen- 
did University of Michigan team had stirred the 


enthusiasm of the whole West by the remarkable 


stand which it made against Harvard. when the 
latter university barely won from these Western 
invaders by the score o 0 0. 

The Michigan rush-line of that year was un- 
questionably the peer of any the * 
turned out, and undoubtedly would take its place 
alongside the best productions of the East. ut, 
with the exception of this prodigy. the fall of 
1805 did not show nearly the dovela ment reached 
in 1896. In 1895 the University of Michigan eleven 
was easily first of the teams in the middle section 
of the West, but last year at least three institu- 
tions disputed the claim for first honors, and the 
number might possibly have been enlarged to five 
by a different arrangement of schedules—so close 


was the playing ability of the teams. The uni- 


versities o chigan, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Northwestern, and icago stood out prominently 
by their excellent play, and the supremacy would 


have had to be fought out between them. 
All Make Progress. 


Nearly all of the colleges of the West, however, 
have made rapid progress athleticaliy, especially 
in football. our years o there were very ap- 
parent weaknesses in the play of the best Western 
teams. The offensive game was much further de- 
veloped than the defensive, so that scarcely a con- 
test took place in which both sides did not make 


at least two touchdowns, even though there was 


a great disproportion in the scores. This, un- 
doubtedly, was due in part to the weakness of the 
defensive play. The principles of a strong defense 
nad not been well developed even where der- 
st There were some fundamentai ideas of 
rush line play which had not been worked up.

NATIONAL LEAGUE MATERIAL. 


— — — 


Minor Organizations Fear a Heavy Loss 
Through the Drafting of 
Their Players. 


As the Western league pennant race draws 
to a close there are all kinds of speculations 
as to the number of men the Western league 
will lose through the draft system. Last 
year there were a dozen good men taken 
from the Western, and it was the means of 
seriously crippling at least one club—Min- 
neapolis. The blow was so severe that the 
90 champions have bright prospects of be- 
ing last in the league. 

The National league clubs have been mak- 
ing desperate efforts to strengthen, and the 
chances are that many of them will secure 
the minor leaguers for new blood for next 
season. It is certain that Milwaukee will 
figure among the clubs to lose by the draft- 
ing system; in fact, Pitcher Jones has al- 
ready been traded to the Cleveland club. 
Harry Blake is now the property of the Mil- 
waukee club, and he will probably be held 
for next year, as the National league club 
has intimated its intention of calling him 
back. There is a possibility that Stafford 
and Speer will be called away, as some of 
the National league moguls have been 
watching the pair with eagle eyes. Dowling 
will surely be recalled by Louisville, al- 
though Mack will make an effort to buy his 
release. Reidy is the only pitcher likely to 
be called, but the fact New York let him go 
will probably keep him here another year. 
Mack is only too willing to keep him and 
Willie is not averse to playing here another 
year. Indianapolis will probably lose Phil- 
lips, Goar, McFarland, and McCarthy, but 
as they are practically under the manage- 
ment of the Cincinnati club they may be 
turned over to the farm again next season. 

St. Paul has two men who are ripe for the 
big league. They are McBride and Denzer. 
Peaceful Valley was only loaned to 
Comiskey, so he is subject to recall by the 
Chicago club. The Columbus aggregation 
of old-timers will not suffer to any extent, 
although there is a chance that Bumpus”’ 
Jones will be pulled away. Kansas City has 
a good man in Pardee, and there are two 
national clubs after him. Detroit will suffer 
to some extent, as Steinfeldt and Hahn are 
sure to be drafted, and McAuley may be 
called in again. Minneapolis will not be 
bothered this year, as the big league did 
all the damage possible last season. Grand 
Rapids will hardly escape the dreaded draft, 
as there are several clubs after big John 
Ganzel, the first baseman. Another man 
fast enough for the major league is Tiny ”’ 
Slagel. 

It seems to be the general impression 
among the Eastern league clubs that more 
than the usual percentage of its crack play- 
ers will be drafted by the twelve clubs of the 
National league. President Franklin of the 
Buffalo baseball club says he expects to lose 
three men through the medium of the draft; 
Gilboy, Greminger, and Grey, a trinity of 
Gs, are the ones likely to go. Clymer would 
also strengthen a National league club. 
While in Buffalo the other day Manager 
Irwin of Toronto expressed the fear that 
several of hfs stars would be taken away 
from him. He said that he thought more 
than one club would like to get Lush, Free- 
man, White, and Dinéen. 


Syracuse has at least one man who may be 
caught by a big league lasso, and that is Jud 
Smith. Catcher Shaw, who is only borrowed 
from Pittsburg, is sure to be recalled. Bos- 
ton may put in a claim for Catcher Jack 
Ryan, whom it tried to get a few weeks ago. 
Willis is a pitcher of promise. 


There are only two National league possi- 
bilities among the Providence players. They 
are Catcher Dixon and Second Baseman 
Wiegand. Philadelphia is said to have made 
inquiries concerning Wiegand, but the mat- 


ter will probably never get any further. 


Although Springfield is in fourth position 
it has on its roster several players who have 


attracted covetous glances from National 


league magnates who desire to strengthen 
their teams with eligible young players. 
Left Fielder Danny Green is likely to be one 
of the chosen, and so is Woods, the great all 
around player. The last named can play 
both ends of the battery up to the handle 
and is perfectly at home in the outfield. He 
is likewise a great batsman. If neither 
Green nor Woods is taken, Catcher Duncan 
will be most certainly, if a contract for his 
release has not already been made. Both 
New York and Boston want Duncan, and 
both claim that they will get him. 


Wilkesbarre has a pair of catchers in Dig- 
gins and Gonding who have attracted sume 
attention, but each needs more seasoaing. 
Montreal has but one player who it has 
been hinted might be subjected to the draft- 
ing process and he is Center Fielder Richter.

Further, I believe that we could do many 
things more profitable than the making of a 
new law which, under the special pretext of 
establishing equality between the sexes, 
would make of marriage an institution of de- 
rision that would only give satisfaction to 

women of perverted instincts.

Fresh whitefish, poached or new-laid eggs, 
or a plain omelet may be eaten, or a lightly- 
cooked chop, but all forms of pork, bacon, 
salt meats and fish, sausages, and all highly 
seasoned and rich food is to be avoided. 

Salads with plenty of oil should also be al- 
ways taken at breakfast time. Tomatoes 
and cucumbers, as well as watercress, can 
vary the usual lettuce and endive. In win- 
ter time porridge, hominy, or bread and milk 
may also be added to the menu. Fresh- 
cooked fruits are also very good and should 
always be served as well. 

Between breakfast and lunch eat nothing. 
If you are not strong or feel hungry, how- 
ever, you can at 11 have a half cup of beef 
tea or bovril or a glass of lemonade and a 
biscuit. 

For lunch you can drink filtered water, 
with or without a little Burgundy added to 
it, but no beer or heavy wine. Pure, home- 

made lemonade will be found to agree very 
well, with one lump of sugar added to the 
tumblerful. Fish can be eaten or a nice, 
freshly-cooked mutton or fowl. You must | 
avoid all made dishes that have already 
caoked meat done up again in them. Ham, 
veal, kidneys, tripe, liver, or pork must be 
severely left alone. All kinds of green vege- 
tables can bo eaten, but they must be thor- 
oughly well cooked, an art too little known 
to English cooks.

Get the smallest little neck clams to be 
found.

Serve quarters of lemon and tabasco sauce 
with the iced clams. 

Cold consommé—The consommé must be 
as thick as an aspic jelly and as clean as 
amber. Serve it in pretty china cups with 
double handles, and serve small, crisp bis- 
cuits with it. 

Cold salmon with mayonnaise—Buy a me- 
dium sized salmon. After it comes home 
from the market rinse it well in cold water. 
Wrap it in a cheese cloth. Put it in a long 
fish kettl@so it will lay out perfectly straight. 
Pour enough cold water in the kettle to cover 
the fish to the depth of three inches. Stand 
the kettle on the range where it will boil 
slowly. Add four or five tablespoonfuls of 
tarrigon vinegar, a few sprigs of parsley, 
and a heaping tablespoonful of salt. After 
the water comes to a- boil let it boil about 
two minutes to a pound ot fish. Lift the fish 
out of the water and let it remain on the 
steamer until well drained. Then open the 
cheese cloth and turn it back under the 
steamer and slap the fish carefully on the 
platter on which it is to be served. Stand 
it where it will get cold, and then put it in 
the refrigerator. Just before serving cover 
the fish entirely with a mayonnaise made 
as stiff as a paste. Ornament the platter 
round the fish with crisp lettuce leaves.

"GOOD LUCK CAME TOO LATE. 
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Klondike Miner Returns to His Home 
to Find His Wife Breathing 
: we Her Last. 


_ ‘Atchison, Kas., Aug. 26.—One of the sad- 
dest stories born of events connected with 
the Klondike gold discoveries is that of 
John Alberson of Nortonville, twelve miles 
west of this city. Mr. Alberson was a car- 
penter. In the fall of 1894 the family con- 
sisted of husband, wife, and two children. 
The twö children died of scarlet fever in 
quick succession. Work became scarce in 
his neighborhood, and, after providing as 
well as possible for the comfort of his wife, 
Mr. Alberson started West in search of em- 
ployment. He finally reached Seattle in 
1895, and from there drifted to the Klondike 
regions. He wrote to his wife apprising her 
of his contemplated Alaskan journey. He 
told her that it would possibly be a long 


time before she would hear from him again, 


but bade her be of good cheer, and, as he 
‘was in good health, hopeful, and confident, 
predicted a-happy reunion would eventually 
follow their long, enforced separation. 

During the time Mr. Alberson was at 
Klondike he had but one opportunity to 
write to his wife. The letter, which told of 
his good health, notwithstanding many hard- 
ships-and privations, and of the fact that he 
was doing well and would have a compe- 
tency by the spring of 1897, when he would 
return home, was intrusted to a returning 
miner. The miner met with many obstacles 
on his homeward journey, and was delayed 
at many places, so that the letter was not 
mailed until May of the present year. It 
was a message of glad tidings and of great 
joy tothe lonely wife. During the husband’s 
long absence she had a severe struggle, and 
finally sickened. Had it not been for kind 
neighbors she would have become a public 
charge. 4 

John Alberson was among the first of the 
returning miners to reach San Francisco. 
There he speedily converted his gold dust 
and nuggets, about $12,000, into bank drafts 
and greenbacks, and purchased a ticket for 
the first east-bound train. Just before he 
started on his homeward trip he telegraphed 
his wife of his safe arrival at San Francisco, 
of his good health and good fortune, and 
that in a few days they would be reunited. 
At several stations he telegraphed her of 
his progress toward home and wife. His 
last message was from Topeka, only forty 
miles from home. The dispatch read like 
this: Will be home at supper. Kill the 
fatted calf.’ 

John Alberson reached the Nortonville de- 
pot just at the close of day. Without cast- 
ing a glance at those upon the platform and 
without being recognized in the twilight by 
any one, he hurried down the street to his 
home. He was met at the door by a neigh- 


room. There lay his wife, pale and wan, and 
already within the shadow of death. Their 
eyes met in mutual recognition for a mo- 
ment. There was one brief embrace, and 
when John Alberson once more lifted his 
head and looked upon the face of his wife 
she was*dead.—Kansas City Times.
